Jerry Ford: will we let his fate be cast to the wind?

WASHINGTON - What are we now 


to do with Gerald Ford? Graver 
Cleveland once suggested that'ex- 
presidents be taken to five-acre lots 
and shot. On reflection, however, he 
admitted that five acres seems nee- 
dlessly large, and, anyway, ex-presi- 
dents have suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often the nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history.,We have 
long had provisions lo call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duly. Generals stand by for all of 


their lives. But as for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"they are Just allowed to starve." 


Truman's remark was a figurative 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit- 
erally left to go hungry it-that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to 
eat — and eventually died $40,000 In 
debt. John Adams also expired In gen- 
teel poverty,* Ulysses Grant once had 
but $00 to his name,- and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


THE FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
following Congress instituted the first 
arrangement for the economic secur- 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has become lavish, 
even excessive, to the point where the 
unelected Ford, In office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60,000, and $1 million in transition 
funds. 
• .• 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable in retirement'— he is the 
only politician in America to profit so 
handsomely from Watergate'— there 


is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only thing for an ex-president to 
do is "take pills and dedicate llbrar- 
'ies." We seldom encourage much 
more. 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion in retirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy' toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Jeffer- 
son created the University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Taft.for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt It 
improper to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin CooUdge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president." 
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TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 


"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
is to become a columnist and crowd 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
ploitation of the presidency." 


So it- is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly the .best example is Theodore 
Roosevelt. Only 50 upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

Laseke'will meet with the village 


board's finance committee Nov. 30 to 
seek the increase to cover labor costs. 


"We have asked them: 'What are 


your ideas,'" he said. ','This Increase 
is so much that we've got to come up 
with something from them." , 


Laseke will face a~ similar labor' 


cost increase in 1978, the last year of 
the five-year contract with the village 
when his employes get a 55, cents per 
hour rate hike and a cost-of-living in- 
crease of up to 22 cents per hour. 


Billion-dollar program 
to reduce jet noise 50% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Calling the 


present roar of jet liners an "unac- 
ceptable intrusion," Transportation 
Sec. William Cbleman Thursday un- 
veiled a mllti-blllion-dollar program 
to cut aircraft noise 50 per cent by 
1983. 


Coleman ordered United States Air- 


lines to modify or replace their 1,648 
loudest subsonic jets — almost 80 per 
cent of the nation's commercial avia- 
tion fleet — lo meet standards for- 
merly applied only to the newest, qui- 
etest planes. 


The eight-year program may cost 


between $5.5 billion and $7.9 billion, 
Coloman said.

UAW calls second strike 
shutting down 16 GM plants 


DETROIT (UPI) - The United 


Auto Workers union today called an 
unprecedented second auto Industry 
strike this year — a selective 16-plant 
shutdown against 
General Motors 


Corp. after negotiators failed to reach 
agreement on a new national contract 
for 390,000 GM workers. 


Just 69,000 of the giant auto firm's 


workers, 35,000 of them in Michigan, 
. left their jobs In seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time In • move that 
could have the some effect as closing 
all 119 GM plants In 21 states. 


"The UAW-General Motors contract 


has expired," UAW Pres. Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pres. Irving 
Bluestooe said in a one paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. • 


"However, we are continuing to 


negotiate for a new national agree- 
ment and ore hopeful this will be 
achieved," they said. 


It was believed the union planned to 


use Its "m In is tr ike" strategy in 
which workers would remain off the 
job for Just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 
shutdowns would force other assem- 
bly and manufacturing plants to begin 


closing "within days" if the workers 
don't return to their jobs by the 


, middle of next week.

no

Two years 'after an outbreak of 


Reye'i Syndrome that killed IS chil- 
dren from the Chicago area, the rare 
childhood disease again is causing 
concern here. But hospital officials 
say fears of an epidemic are pre- 
mature. 


A 12-year-old Lansing, III. boy 


Wednesday was taken to Wyler, Sll- 
vain & Arma Children's Hospital-in 
Chicago with a case of the mysterious 
disease. Hospital officials Thursday 
said he was in good condition and Is 
expected to be released next week. 


Carol Madoff, public relations direc- 


tor at the children's hospital, said 
publicity and radio reports about the 
case probably were sparked by the 
parents' radio pleas for blood dona- 
tions. The Lansing youth needed 
transfusions of Type A, negative, • 


rare blood type, during hospital treat- 
ment. 
. 
• 


MS. MADOFF said the Lansing 


youth was in less serious condition 
than others, treated for the disease 
this year, probably because it was 
diagnosed in time. 


"I would not say this is the begin- 


ning of an epidemic," Ms. Madoff 
said. "There isn't any indication of 
that yet."., 
- 


The .disease is dreaded because no 


one knows the causa or the cure. 
Reye's Syndrome usually follows a 
viral infection, such as influenza, 
measles or chicken pox, Ms. Madoff 
said. The Lansing youth developed 
Reye's Syndrome following an epi- 
demic of measles at his Junior high 
Khool. .

Symptoms of the disease include 


severe stomach pains, vomiting, dis- 
orientation and coma. The symptoms 
develop rapidly. 


LEGALLY, REYE'S Syndrome does 


not have to be reported to public 
health officiate because it is not con- 
tagious. Opinions vary, but most doc- 
tors believe the child's biological 
makeup determines If he or she will 
develop Reye's Syndrome following a 
viral infection. 


Ms. Madoff said the best precaution, 


against Reye's Syndrome is to have 
children immunized against viral in- 
fections, such as flu and measles, that 
might set off the disease. v 


She said treatment of the disease to 


effective if Reye's Syndrome is diag- 
nosed soon enough. 


The disease attacks many organs — 


the muscles, pancreas, kidneys, the 
brain, the liver' and the heart, said 
Dr. Lawrence Corey of the national 
Center for Disease Control in Atlan- 
ta, Ga. 


China blast fallout to reach U. S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The fallout 


cloud from China's nuclear blast 
Wednesday morning will begin arriv- 
ing over the Pacific Northwest Satur- 
day evening, the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency said Thursday. 


"At this time it is not possible to pre- 


dict the exact levels of radioactivity 
that might occur in the United 
States," the EPA said. "However, the 
usual case would be that the material 
would be largely confined to the upper 
atmosphere and ground-level ex- 
posures would be quite low. 


"There Is the possibility that turbu-v 


lent low pressure systems and sub- 
sequent rain might bring the material 
to earth which would be significant 
through the paslure-cow-milk pathway 
to man."

Nader, Buckley exchange 
views on U.S. health care

Consumer advocate Ralph Nader 


criticized inflated health-care costs 
and conservative columnist William 
F. Buckley attacked proposed nation- 
al health-care plans during a day-long 
symposium Thursday on health costs 
sponsored by Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 


Nader blamed waste at all levels 


for inflated health-care prices and 
called for inclusion of a notice on all 
health-Insurance bills that would tell 
persons where and how they can 
make a voluntary contribution to a 
consumer advocate group. 


'Americans will spend a record $135 


billion on health care this year, more 
than 8 per cent of the Gross National 
Product or more than $600 for every 
man, woman and child in the country. 
Health-care costs have been rising at 
more than twice the annual inflation 
rate, Nader said. 


NADER SAID THE health-care sys- 


tem in the country is beset "with 
massive waste at all levels, that is 
scaring even those who profit from 
it." 


He said the cost of unnecessary hos- 


pital beds amounts to $8 billion na- 
tionally. He cited a "mania" among 


hospitals to buy the latest hospital 
equipment. 


Patients often are hospitalized long- 


er than necessary "because there are 
. too many vacant beds that aren't 
ringing up any cash registers," he 
said. 


Laboratory tests sometimes are du- 


plicated or unnecessary tests are or- 
dered in the name of "defensive medi- 
cine made necessary by malpractice 
fears among doctors and hospitals," 
he said. 
. "Nobody campaigns for waste, but 
because it Is cost-plus and because 
people are not paying for all of it 
directly it goes on," Nader said. 


INFORMATION ON HOW persons 


can contribute to consumer advocacy 
groups can band together large num- 
bers of widely separated people. And 
because the contribution would be vol- 
untary there would be no taxpayer 
cost, he said. 


Nader also said more emphasis on 


preventive medicine and measures to 
avoid auto, industrial and other envi- 
ronmentally caused illnesses and in- 
juries are needed. 


"One hundred or two hundred doc- 


tors working full time with the auto 


industry and other industries would 
save far more lives than they would 
staying in their offices and clinics," 
Nader said. 


Buckley tossed some sharp barbs at 


proposed national health insurance 
programs. 


BEFORE AN AUDIENCE of more 


than 400 persons, Buckley said health- 
care costs will have to be arrested 
eventually "or there won't be any 
. money left for anything else — not 
parks, not education, not even the 
Fourth of July." 


Buckley said most of the national 


health-insurance plans being consid- 
ered by Congress amount to "con- 
scription of an entire professional 
class." 


An exception Is a voluntary plan 


proposed by U. S. Rep. William M. 
Ketchum, R-Calif., which would cost 
Americans who make more than 
$12,000 a year $12 a year in pre- 
miums. Persons who make less than 
$12,000 a year would pay a percentage 
of their income to the plan. - 


The government would match the 


private contribution with an initial $50' 
million.

Baby want-ad gets fertile results 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A want- 


ad baby was bom to a husband who 
wanted an heir and a woman willing 
to be artificially Inseminated to help a 
childless couple. 


"Childless husband with infertile 


wife wants test tube baby. English or 
Northwestern European background. 
Indicate fee and age. All answers con- 
fidential." 


That advertisement appeared In the 


San Francisco Chronicle on April 15, 
1975. Thursday, the anonymous man 
is the proud father of an 11-week-old 
baby girl bom to an unmarried secre- 
tary. 


THE FATHER paid close to $10,000 


for a child to carry on his family's 


name. The mother, who never met the 
baby's father, received about $7,000 
with the remainder covering medical 
and legal costs. 


The mother was selected from a 


flood of more than 160, responses to 
the classified ad. They poured in from 
18 states, Canada, England, New Zea- 
land, Australia, Kenya, and even one 
from Bangladesh. 


The 
man chose artificial In- 


semination because he could not ac- 
cept the idea of having a sexual affair 
outside his marriage to father a child. 
He ruled out adoption from the start, 
wanting a child that was biologically 
his. 


Once the mother had been chosen 


last December, the man took a 
sample of his sperm to a local doc- 
tor's office. He left, the mother ar- 
rived, and she was injected with the 
sperm. 


"It took the first time," the father 


told the Chronicle, which promised 
him anonymity. 


THE BABY, a five pound, six ounce 


girl with red hair and blue eyes, was 
born Sept. 6. Minor medical problems 
cropped up at first, but she is at home 
now and doing well. 


The man said his wife was a "bit 


dubious" at first, "but she loves that 
baby now like it was her own." He 
described the mother as "an angel in 


human form, taking pity on-a forlorn 
and helpless man." 


The couple won't reveal their names 


because the idea of a test-tube birth 
exists in a "sort of legal vacuum." 
The man's lawyer could find no legal 
precedent for such a procedure. 


"It isn't bizarre when you think 


about it," the lawyer said. "It is ex- 
actly equivalent to artificial in- 
semination of women by anonymous 
donors, a standard practice when a 
husband has an insufficient sperm 
count." 


As for the father, he still thinks 


about having a son, too. "I can't af- 
ford It right now," he said, "but I 
may try again."

Deaf see minister's silent prayers 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Tho Rov. Jolin Nickcrson teaches 


the word of God the only way those 
living in a world of silence understand 
— through sign language. 


Ho has a steadily growing congrega- 


tion of about 100 deaf persons and 
families with hearing-Impaired chil- 
dren In the North and Northwest sub- 
urbs. Tho congregation has no church 
of Ita qwn. 


Members gather every Sunday 


morning In Chicago and suburban 
churches which arc provided rent 
free. The organist plays, but the choir 
and parishioners sing praise with the 
intricate finger gestures of their own 
language. 


There arc many in need of his ser- 


vices, The Rev. Nickerson said. There 
are more than 20,000 deaf persons In 
the Chicago area and only a handful 
of churches that offer sacraments and 
services for the doaf. 


BECAUSE SO many hove hearing 


troubles, The Rev. Nickcrson spends 
little time at home In DOS Ploincs 
these days. He Is either lecturing in 
sign language at Harper College, Pal- 
atine, performing services for the 
deaf at a nearby church or conferring 
with those who need his counseling in 
his parish offices at 800 W. Central 
Rd., Mount Prospect. 


The Rev. Nickcrson readily accept- 


ed the appointment to tho Our Savior 
Lutheran Church of the Deaf In 1972 
knowing his task would not be easy. 


He must establish a place of wor- 


ship for tho parish, offer recreational 
and creative outlets for tho hard of 
hearing, help families accept and 
copo with the handicap, and make 
society sensitive to tho needs of the 
deaf. 


He admits that Is a big order for 


one man. But the prospects of accom- 
tho pastor who has a personal under- 
standing of the problems and conflicts 
tho hard of hearing face.

regular parish. It would be too dull. 
My work Is here with the deaf," he 
said, "and I will stay here until my 
Job is done." . 


The Rev. Nickerson performs Sun- 


day morning worship services In sign 
language for his parish at the Our 
Savior Lutheran Church, Chicago, 
which Ironically carries the same 
name as his congregation. 


He also performs sign language ser- 


vices every fourth Sunday at St. Paul 
Lutheran Church, 18 S. School St., 
Mount Prospect, where the congrega- 
tion holds Its religion classes and rec- 
reational activities. 


The Rev. Nickerson conducts wed- 


dings, baptisms and funerals in sign 
language for anyone, regardless of re- 
ligious affiliation. 
. / 


"It will be a big shot in the arm 


when our parish has its own church. 
It will be a place that the deaf and 
their families can identify with and 
come to for help or socializing. 
There's so little now they have to call 
their own," he sold. 


THE NEW CHURCH will be con- 


structed in the Northwest suburbs be- 
fore 1980 although a site has not been 
selected. 


But the biggest problem is not get- 


ting a church of their own or even 
passing on the word of God by talking 


and using sign language at the same 
time, because that has become second 
nature for the Rev. Nickerson. 


"The biggest problem is getting the 


parents of deaf children to recognize 
and accept the handicap. The problem , 
Is helping hearing-impaired persons to 
build up some self-esteem and skills," 
he said. 


THE COLD, HARD facts disturb 


the Rev. Nickerson. Many children 
are 5 years old before a doctor detects 
their hearing impairment and treats it 
properly. 


There Is an increasingly high di- 


vorce rate among parents with hear- 
ing-impaired children. It is because 
most parents are not hard of hearing 
themselves and are not prepared to 
handle the pressures of raising a 
handicapped child, the Rev, Nicker- 
son said.

Counselors for the deaf and their 


families are available through state 
agencies such as the Division of Voca- 
tional 
Rehabilitation and 
private 


agencies such as the Lutheran Child 
and Family Services to help with em- 
ployment, training and other special 
services.

existing programs do not seem to be 
adequate, the Rev. Nickerson said. 


"THE DEAF are not given enough 


of a creative outlet and not enough of 
'a chance to develop their skills. Few 
people are patient enpugh to take the 
time to explain things to them and 
show them how to do things. Once 
they've got it, they're all right," he 
said. . 


Too often, doctors and nurses don't 


bother to explain to their deaf 
patients what is happening to them 
when they are hospitalized. Deaf per- 
sons stopped in.their cars by police 
officers often have been mistaken for 
being on drugs when they attempt to 
speak In unsteady tones, he said. 


But his days still are filled with 


hope for overcoming the troubles of 
the hearing impaired.

Swine flu program 
regains momentum 


The swine flu Immunization campaign Is regaining momentum 


from a late start and false scares of flu-associated deaths, but 
more effort is needed among blacks and city residents generally, 
the government's top doctor said Thursday. More than 20 million 
people have been immunized against swine flu this fall and in- 
oculations are Increasing by about 500,000 a week, said Theodore 
Cooper, assistant secretary for health In the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare. This represents more than 14 per 
cent of eligible persons aged 18 and older and may surpass the 
turnout for flu Immunization programs in past years, he said. 


2 die in N.Y. holdup try 


A recent prison parolee and robbery suspect fatally shot himself 


in the head Thursday moments after releasing a reporter ho had 
held hostage in a suburban New York home. Earlier in the day, 
the suspect's alleged accomplice had been shot to death and two 
policemen wounded in a gun bottle following a jewelry store hold- 
up. The suspect, identified as John Matarazzo of Now York City, 
died 00 minutes after shooting himself. Officials said he recently 
had been released from Attica prison, where he had been serving 
an 8-12 year term for raping a 19-year-old Wcstchcstcr County 
woman.

The National Safety Transportation Board Thursday began an 


investigation into a near collision between two Trans World Airlines 
Jetliners near Columbus, Ohio, that injured three crewmen. A co- 
pilot suffered a broken ankle and two flight attendants received 
minor injuries Wednesday afternoon when TWA Flight 516 — a DC 
0 en route from Indianapolis to Pittsburgh — veered to avoid TWA 
Flight 373, a Boeing 727 descending Into Dayton, Ohio, from Wash- 
ington, D.C. Tapes of the transmissions between the crew of Flight 
373 and ground controllers will be analyzed by federal officials to 
determine what caused the near collision. 


JFK Cuba trip probe 'false' 


An official spokesman for the House Select Committee on Assas- 


sinations Thursday denied as "absolutely false" a report the panel 
was sending Investigators to Cuba in connection with the killing of 
President John F. Kennedy. "It is so palpably false that we have 
to make a denial," the spokesman said of a television news broad- 
cast (NBC) reporting the committee had asked for and received 
permission from Cuban leader Fidel Castro to send Its Investigators 
to Havana. The panel, formed In September to Investigate the 
killings of Kennedy and civil rights loader Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. got down to serious work only this week with a scries of 
hearings.

Beirut airport to reopen 


Air officials said Beirut International Airport, closed for almost 


live months by artillery attacks, will be reopened Friday In a 
major step toward restoring normal life In Lebanon's war-ravaged 
capital. But rival Palestinian factions broke the three-day peace In 
Beirut Thursday In a battle for control of a refugee center and • 
fighting flared In northern and southern areas unoccupied by Syr- 
ian-dominated peacekeeping forces. Syrian peacekeeping troops 
stepped up their armed patrols In Beirut and the southern suburbs 
to prevent any sudden clashes from marring the airport reopening, 
announced by the Lebanese Civil Aviation Agency. 


Soviets bar U.S. envoy 


The Soviet Union has barred the U.S. embassy's top-ranking 


political officer from returning to Moscow, apparently as a repris- 
al for the United States similar action against a Russian envoy to 
the United Nations, an embassy spokesman said Thursday. The 
spokesman said the Soviet foreign ministry had withdrawn its 
entry visa for Marshall Brement, a career diplomat and the em- 
bassy's political counselor. No official reason was given. "This is 
clear retaliation for similar action taken by the U.S. against a 
Soviet diplomat assigned to the U.S. some weeks earlier," the 
spokesman laid. 


HEW undecided 
on sex-based 
hair length rules 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The gov- 


ernment is trying to figure out wheth- 
er schools can set different standards 
for the length of girls' and boys' hair- 
without violating the law against dis- 
crimination because of sex. 


Concern over the subject came to 


light in an Oct. 14 letter from Martin - 
Gerry of the Dept. of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare to Sen. Robert Taft, 
R-Ohlo. The'letter was made avail- 
able by HEW on request. 


"While school districts may not pre-' 


scribe hair length standards for one 
sex and not the other, the Office for 
Civil Rights Is currently considering 
whether the statute prohibits different 
hair length standards for boys and 
girls," Gerry told Taft. 


A provision in the law generally 


prohibits discrimination on the basis' 
of schools and school programs re- 
ceiving federal funds. • 


Taft had written to HEW on behalf 


of Perry Local Schools near Massil- 
lon, Ohio, after school Supt. Paul 
Pfeiffer said HEW officials in Chicago 
and Cleveland had threatened a cutoff' 
of federal aid because of the school 
system's dress code. 


In his response, Gerry said the law 


makes It clear that a school district 
may not discriminate against any per- 
son In applying rules of appearance.

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Young expected to seek a recount

R e p u b l i c a n Samuel H. Young 


Thursday said he will seek a partial 
recount of votes in the 10th Congres- 
sional District race if he is declared 
the loser when the official election re- 
sults are announced today. 


Young's comments came on the 


heels of a number of developments in 
the hotly contested race. U. S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, D-10th, is expected to 
be declared the winner of the race 
with a narrow 201-vote margin. 
' 


Mikva's attorneys cleared the way 


for the official proclamation on the re- 
sults Thursday by dropping a lawsuit 
which would have forced County Clerk 
Stanley T. Kusper Jr. to count 2,658 
absentee ballots in the race. 


THE LAWYERS, John C. Tucker 


and Jerome H. Torshen, said even if 
Circuit Court Judge Arthur L. Dunne 
had ordered the ballots counted, Kus- 
per could not complete the vote tabu- 
lations in time to meet, the State 
Board of Elections Monday deadline 
for official certification of the Nov. 2 
election. 


Mikva and his campaign manager, 


Jack Marco, both blamed Young's at- 


torneys for delaying court action and 
preventing the counting of the ballots. 


"I don't know why Young did not 


want the votes counted. He dis- 
enfranchised the people. It was a de- 
liberate effort to stall the court pro- 
ceedings," Mikva said. "Young has a 
problem trying to explain why he did 
not want the votes counted." 


Young labeled Mikva's stall charges 


as "political claptrap." 


"If he had such a strong case, why 


did he drop his suit," Young ques- 
tioned. 


AFTER THE HEARING ended, 


Kusper sold he will proclaim the re- 
sults of the election at 10:30 a.m. to- 
day. He refused to Join Mikva and 
Marco in their criticism of Young and 
his chief attorney, Perry C. Fuller. 


"I can't say it was a stall. The man 


did a superior job. He is a good law- 
yer," Kusper said. 


Young was not prepared to say if he 


will protest the results of the election 
to the U. S. House Administration 
Committee. Kusper predicted that 
such an action will happen. Com- 
mittee staff members observing the 
court proceedings 
hinted several 


times they expect to see the case be- 
fore them early next year. 


In 1974, Young sought both a dis- 


covery recount and action in the U. S. 
House to reverse the results of the 
election after he lost the seat he won 
in 1972 to Mikva by less than 3,000 
votes.

U.S. funds data guide to students

Choosing a college never has been 


easy, whether the prospective student 
is n 17-year-old lilgh school senior who 
wants to be a French teacher or a 40- 
year-old executive who needs some 
advanced business courses. 


Making a choice Is difficult because 


colleges rarely give potential students 
useful information among the cata- 
log's list* of brilliant professors, fasti- 
n o t i n g courses and scholarship 
grants, say members of a national 
task force determined to provide 
"truth in advertising" In college cata- 
logs. 


"College catalogs don't intentionally 


mislead, but they provide so little in- 
formation it's hard to tell whether a 
school Is the right one for you," said 
Theodore J. Marchesc, director of In- 
stitutional research for Barat College, 
Lake Forest. 


For this reason. Barat College, the 


University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign and nine other colleges 
have formed the National Task Force 
on Bettor Information for Student 
Choice, using a federal grant to draft 
catalogs of meaningful information 
for potential students. 


BY DECEMBER, each college will 


make a booklet, called a prospectus 
because it tells both positive and 
negative aspects of the school, for dis- 
tribution to students considering en- 
rollment next fall. 
. The 11 schools, aided by four re- 
search agencies, will attempt to write 
booklets with relatively comparable 
Information stated in similar ways, 
Marchoso sold. 


The Barat prospectus, which has 


been completed, Includes a profile of

presented in an understandable way. 


"The Idea (of a prospectus) in- 


trigued me," she said. "We haven't 
made it as clear as we should how 
well we do some things." 


When It Is completed, the pros- 


pectus will be mailed to the guidance 
department of each Illinois high 
school, but will not be sent to Individ- 
ual applicants, she said. 


Potential students who have chosen 


a particular Interest area can receive 
the part of tho prospectus that ex- 
plains how well graduates of the uni- 
versity do in finding jobs in their 
fields, she said. 


"It doesn't look like there's a lot of 


unemployment, but a lot of our stu- 
dents do go on to graduate school," 
Ms. Locb said. "This changes — I 
don't want to say biases — the unem- 
ployment figures, because we consid- 
er grad school a form of employ- 
ment." 


THE PROSPECTUS also will tell 


potential students the rates of gradu- 
ation and placement Into advanced 
programs, which courses are taught 
by graduate assistants, class sizes 
and the average ability levels of en- 
tering students, she said. 


In Its section on what attending the 


university is like, tho prospectus men- 
tions "the lack of spectacular physical 
surroundings" of the two towns hous- 
ing tho school, lists social and cultural 
offerings and stresses the size of the 
campus. 


"The large size has positive and 


negative features," Ms. Loeb said. 
"Diversity is an asset, but (on this 
campus) you gotta go find It yourself. 
Tho student has to bo willing to be 
aggressive." 


Although the University of Illinois 


prospectus has no space for individual 


student comment, it lists student 
clubs and activities, describes the 
movie theaters and bicycle paths near 
the campus and tells what kinds of 
restaurants predominate. According 
to'thc prospectus, Urbana-Champalgn 
is big on pizza, hamburgers and 
steak, but not too liigh on gourmet 
treats.

gram continues, it can help us eval- 
uate what streets to detour the heavy 
traffic on," Sander said. 


THE SPECIAL equipment used in 


the program can determine the struc- 
tural condition of road pavement and 
bedding and predict the life ex- 
pectancy of streets. 


"Evaluations in th past have been 


done by eye-balling the streets, which 
is almost impossible to do. And the 
citizenry sometimes question why we 
give certain treatment to certain 


streets. This process will allow us to 
scientifically determine which streets 
need attention," Village Mgr.

8400,000 a year on street maintenance, 
Sander said.

Library seeking new friends 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 


brary is being expanded and filled 
with new books, but it's people who 
make libraries exciting, says one li- 
brary board member. 


Jan L. Tucker, chairman of the pub- 


lic relations committee, is helping re- 
activate the Friends of the Library 
and hopes to make the library the cul- 
tural center of the village. 


"Every community has to have 


some sort of center — a heart," she 
said, "and in Arlington Heights it hap- 
pens to be the library. Libraries have 
become much more than places to 
keep books." 


In a letter to subscribers of Read 


Out, the library's newsletter, she said, 
"The voters approved a building pro- 
gram which will double the space of

"The library staff does a lot of

When a personality problem is a matter of concern for either 


mate, it Is a good Idea for both to have a complete medical exam- 
ination and tell the doctor what the major problem really Is. After 
that If it Is a psychiatric problem, it deserves to be treated just an 
much as If It were a disease of the arteries.

His fiancee Nicole Barrett re- 


mained hospitalized, but came out 
of a two-day coma and was ex- 
pected to recover from an over- 
dose of sleeping pills she took 
Tuesday in a suicide pact with 
Gilmore. 


Gilmore, 35, who was abusive 


and uncooperative during his two- 
day stay at University of Utah 
hospital, was rolled out of an 
emergency room door in a wheel- 
chair between two linos of prison 
guards and state patrolmen. He 
climbed Into the back seat of a 
pale gold prison car and sat be- 
tween two guards. 


WHEN TUB KILLER arrived at 


the prison 25 miles away, he was 
greeted by cheers, shouts and 
whistles from Inmates In the yard 
and behind the barred windows of 
the medium security unit. 


Guards hurried the convict Into 


the prison Infirmary, where he 
was placed in solitary con- 


finement and kept under constant 
watch to prevent another suicide 
try. 


Warden Sam Smith sold prison 


officials would allow him "little or 


. no contact with other inmates," 


and would require future visitors 
to talk to Gilmore over an inter- 
com through a glass window. 


"WE WILL TAKE every pre- 


caution to prevent it (a suicide at- 
tempt), but if a man decides to 
die, there's no way to stop him 
really."

The warden also told reporters 


a five-member firing squad has 
been selected and other prepara- 
tions ore completed for Gilmore's 
execution. He refused to identify 
the. squad members, but said 
there were "plenty" of volunteers. 


The Utah Board of Pardons has 


act a special session Dec. 6 to 
hear Gilmore's plea for death and 
to decide if his sentence should be 
commuted to life imprisonment. If 
the board rules the execution 
should be carried out, Judge J. 
Robert Bullock will set a new exe- 
cution date.

Support sought 
for bill to hike 
legislators' pay 


SPRINGFIELD, ffl. (UPI) - State 


Rep. Aaron Jaffa, D-Skokle, said 
Thursday he and a lamo-duck House 
colleague ore seeking support for a bill 
to raise tho salaries of Illinois law- 
makers from $20,000 a year to $35,000 
or $37,500. 


Jaffo also said ho and Rep. Charles 


Fleck, formerly a Chicago Republican 
who won election to the Cook County 
bench as a Democrat, believe the gov- 
ernor's wage should jump from 
$30,000 lo $75,000 or $100,000 a year. 


"All tho other statewide elected offi- 


cials — lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, comptroller, treasurer, attor- 
ney general — are In line for increas- 
es, too, and maybe the judiciary," 
Jaffe said. 


"HIE PUBLIC has (o realize they 


get what they pay for," sold Jaffe. "I 
think more and more good people are ' 
being chased put of government be- 
cause they can make two, three or 
four times more money privately. . 


"If we want to pay legislators a pit- 


tance wo con have a legislature like, 
Colorado where only retired people 
alt. Or we can have a government by 
the rich and for tho rich that will do 
what the special Interests want, and ' 
tliat's where we're heading because, 
no one else can afford to serve," Jaffe, 
said. 


Jaffe said the governor should get a 


hefty raise. "We're the fifth largest 


state. Take a look at what someone 
gets who runs an $11 billion business 
in private industry." 


ANY PAY HIKES passed now 


would benefit the incoming 80th Gen- 
eral Assembly and state officers who 
start their jobs In January. A Bitting 
legislature is prohibited from giving 
its members a wage increase. 


Lawmakers, whose salary went 


from $17,500 to $20,000 two years ago, 
also get $12,000 annually to meet of- 
fice expenses, $36 a day for food and 
lodging and 15 cents a mile for travel. 


Only two other stales pay their law- 


makers more. New York legislators 
get $23,500 annually and California 
pays $23,232 a year. 


JAFFE SAID he and many other 


legislators "have to dip into our own 
pockets for $2,000 or $3,000 a year, de- 
spite the office, allowance, because we 
get no franking privilege like con- 
gressmen have." 


Jaffe said House, Speaker William 


Redmond, D-Bensenville, "is probably

Cline said his analysis of 100 let- 


ters from Gilmore to Mrs. Bar- ' 
rett, of past psychiatric exam- 
inations and of Gilmore's relation- 
ship to those around him produced 
"a tragic and complex picture of 
a highly intelligent but amoral •

unable to experience guilt, is self- 
ish, and manipulates others with- 
out regard to their welfare. 


Both Gilmore and Mrs. Barrett 


took overdoses of sleeping pills 
Tuesday morning — 24 hours after 
he had wanted to die before the 
firing squad for the murder of one 
of two young Provo area men he 
has admitted killing last summer. 


GILMORE WAS taken to Uni- 


versity Medical Center, where he 
repeatedly yanked needles from 
intravenous medicine tubes out of 
his arms, would not allow an 
X-ray of a lung where pneumonia 
had developed,.tried to take a 
swing at a nurse on one occasion, 
and used abusive language. 


Hospital personnel were de- 


lighted to see him leave. 


"Physicians and the nursing 


staff feel he is well enough to be 
transferred to the prison hospi- 
tal," an official said before Gil- 
more was wheeled out. 


WHILE HE WAS in the hospital,' 


Salt Lake County Sheriff's Capt. 
Pete Hayward questioned him 
about the source of the 10 to 20 
Seconal pills which he swallowed. 


"Gilmore didn't toll us any- 


thing," Hayward said. "He told us 
he wanted to talk to his attorney 
and wouldn't answer any ques- 
tions we had about the drugs." 


But the captain said Mrs. Bar- 


rett was the prime suspect. 


Warden Smith said the fiancee's 


visiting privileges were suspended 
last weekend after the prison 
learned she had purchased a 
prescription of sleeping pills. But 
she was allowed to see Gilmore 
Monday after consultation and a 
search. Prison officials said later 
she could have carried in the pills 
"in a body cavity."

Carter realistic 
on jobs policy 


Democratic 
president-elect 


Jimmy Carter made sense in his 
recent comments on the govern- 
ment's role in reducing unem- 
ployment. 


Carter campaigned hard on 


the issue of jobs. He stated that 
he wanted to make that a top 
priority in his administration. 


In one of his first major policy 


statements since the election, he 
offered the 
guess that 
the 


unemployment rate will stay 
above 5 per cent during the next 
four years. 


C a r t e r apparently realizes 


that bringing the nation to "full 
employment," generally viewed 
as a 4 per cent level of unem- 
ployment, could trigger another 
round of inflation. 


It must be noted that if Carter 


can reduce unemployment from 
the present 8 per cent nationally, 
that in Itself would be com- 
mendable. 


The 
president-elect 
offered 


few details on how he would cut 
the jobless rate. He pointed to 
jobs programs and efforts to get 


private industry to increase ca- 
pacity. 
! 


During the campaign, Carter 


talked of government subsidies 
to businesses in communities 
hard hit by unemployment. He 
has not expressed any great 
fondness for massive federal 
jobs programs, something that 
historically have created a false 
employment rate and triggered 
inflation. 


Carter must formulate a defi- 


nite policy in this area and pre- 
sent it to the leaders of Congress 
before any real gains can be re- 
alized in cutting unemployment. 


Congress may be a difficult 


barrier, because some leaders 
still are pressing for passage of 
the Humphrey-Hawkins jobs 
bill, a complicated and ex- 
pensive plan to keep unemploy- 
ment at around 4 per cent. 


Carter's first statement on 


unemployment represents a rea- 
listic point of view. He should re- 
member his remarks as he takes 
control of government and be- 
gins his dealings with the Con- 
gress. 


Vietnam pardon needed 


A prediction this week that 


Jimmy Carter's promised par- 
don of Vietnam War draft eya- 
dcrs will not bring many men 
back to the United States does 
not lessen the need for presiden- 
tial action. 


Jerry Olsen, of the Midwest 


Committee for Military 
Coun- 


seling, says most of the 82 draft 
resistors from the Chicago area 
(Including 25 from the North- 
west suburbs) who now live in 
Canada and other countries will 
not come home. 


Nevertheless, Carter's pardon 


remains important for several 
reasons. 


First, it is necessary notice to 


the nation that the divisions in 
tills country caused by the Viet- 
nam War need no longer be an 
issue. A pardon will be a peace- 
ful, if not a happy ending to one 
part of the bitter Vietnam story. 


Second, an unconditional par- 


don will give draft resisters the 
option of considering a return to 
this country when and if they 
are ready, without the pressures 
of arbitrary and needless dead- 
lines. Many men understandably 
may not want to. leave new 
friends and jobs behind right 
now. But a privilege to return at 
some future time will stand as a' 
real goodwill offer from their 
native country. 


Third, a pardon will make it 


possible for men living outside 
the country to visit family and 
friends at home without fear of 
criminal prosecution. 


President Ford's conditional 


amnesty plan set the stage for 
final resolution of the problem 
created by the draft resisters. 
Carter can finally bring down 
the curtain on this American 
tragedy.

Presidential power passing 
Ford makes retirement plans

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gerald R. 


Ford, widely viewed as an ex- 
ceptionally open and uncomplicated 
President before the election, has be- 
come something of a mystery in his 
first days as a lame duck. 


Two weeks have passed and Ford 


has yet to make any extensive public 
remarks about his failure to win a full 
term in the White Houae or about 
the life he will lead when once again a 
private citizen. 


Since his narrow loss to Jimmy Car- 


ter, he has spent more than half his 
time on a vacation in virtual secluson 
at Palm Springs, Calif., and, in his 
few public appearances there or in 
Washington, he repeatedly has dodged 
the press or opted to pass up a chance 
to reveal his personal feelings. 


WHITE HOUSE spokesmen say 


they have no idea when Ford will hold 
his first post-election news confer- 
ence. 


His uncharacteristic silence has 


prompted some to wonder if Ford's 
defeat left him deeply depressed. Oth- < 
ers speculate that he has turned sour, 
concluding that he no longer needs the 
"Mr. Nice Guy" image which was his 
trademark during more than two 
years in office. 


Top aides and others close to him 


insist that nothing of the sort is true. 


They say Ford naturally was dis- 


appointed by the election results, par- 
ticularly after starting out so, far be- 
hind and coming so close to victory. 
By the end of the long campaign, he 
thought he was going to come out on 
top and make good on his hope of 


pulling off "the political surprise of 
^e century." 


NOW, THEY SAY, he has bounced 


back but still finds the election a little 
too painful to discuss it at length in 
public. 


At the same time, they say Ford is 


reluctant to talk about the future be- 
cause he wants to put most of the 
pieces in place before unveiling his 
plans so that he will retain maximum 
flexibility in weighing various options. 


S e v e r a l persons familiar with 


Ford's current thinking say he and his 
wife will leave Washington right after 
Carter's inauguration and that they 


are nearly as sure to reside at least 
parttime in Palm Springs, largely be- 
cause the dry,'warm climate will be 
good for the First Lady's health. 


BUT FORD is said to be far from 


deciding other important questions, 
especially what he might do to supple- 
ment the large federal pension he will 
collect as an ex-President and 25-year 
veteran of Congress. 


"He is going to do what he de- 


scribes as a lot of looking and .'. . 
listening," said press secretary Ron 
Nessen. "He doesn't feel that there's 
any hurry. He's not rushing to make 
these decisions."

Voters paid Ford tribute in defeat

In handing President Gerald Ford 


the narrowest of defeats on Nov. 2, 
the American people have paid him 
high tribute. 


It was Rep. Gerald Ford who, in 


1974, assured his colleagues that 
should he somehow inherit the presi- 
dency he had no ambitions to run for 
the office In his own right in 1976. 


Few expected to hold him to that 


promise, if it was a promise — nor 
was it a condition of his appintment to 
the vice presidency. But in defeat, 
Gerald Ford at least has the con- 
solation of knowing that, against all 
the odds, he very nearly won election 
to an office that in his 30 years as a 
congressman he never dreamed of 
seeking. 


He has much more than that to con- 


sole him, of course. 


IF ALL THE commentators agree 


on one thing about Gerald Ford, it is 


that he was the right man in the right 
place at the right time. Whatever his 
want of brilliance as a national ad 
world leader, his calm administration, 
and the personal respect and trust he 
commanded carried the nation suc- 
cessfully over one of the most crucial 
periods in its history. 


That judgment might have been 


vastly different four years from now, 
however, had candidate Ford won the 
election — and only a few votes in a 
few key states would have done it. 


Taking office next January in an 


uncertain and worsening economic cli- 
mate, lacking any dramatic new plans 
for attacking the nation's problems 
and without any power base in an 
overwhelmingly Democratic Congress 
to support those plans if he had them, 
the Ford Administration might well 
have foundered and drifted for four 
years — and with it the nation. 


America needs more than a care- 


taker president in the immediate 


years ahead, and the American people 
in their collective wisdom decided at 
the polls on Nov. 2 that for all their 
doubts about Jimmy Carter, he was 
the candidate who offered the greatest 
hope of providing the kind of lead- 
ership the highest office in the land 
must provide. 


BUT THIS is no rebuff to Gerald 


Ford. If he is no Lincoln, neither is he 
a Herbert Hoover, a man over- 
whelmed by events and turned out of 
office as unequal to the challenges of 
the times. Mr. Ford's narrow defeat 
was high tribute, and a tremendous 
expression of thanks from his fellow 
citizens for a Job well done. 


Gerald Ford will certainly never be 


remembered as one of our great pres- 
idents. But the passage of years can 
only add luster to his name and a 
deeper appreciaton of the yeoman ser- 
vice he rendered the nation during his 
brief interim administration between 
Watergate and the Carter era.

Economic growth lower at 3.8% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Com- 


merce Department Thursday trimmed 
its pre-election assessment of third- 
quarter economic growth to 3.8 per 
cent — too slow to stave oft further 
increases. In unemployment already at 
the 7.6-million level. 


Two weeks before the presidential 


election, the department said the real 
Gross National Product increased 4 
per cent between July and September 
— the exact pace supposedly needed 
to prevent further joblessness. 


In a .reassessment based on more 


complete data, the department said 
the growth rate was slightly lower be- 
cause of reduced consumer spending 
and increased imports.' 


It estimated, after eliminating in- 


flation's effects that the Gross Nation- 
al Product increased by $11.7 billion 
from the second quarter to a $1.271 
trillion total in the third. This was $U 
billion below the pre-election assess- 
ment. 


In other economic developments: 
• Two prominent economists at the 


University of Michigan said economic 
growth will be sluggish in 1977 even 
with' a $13 billion tax cut. Professors 
Saul Hymans and Harold Shapiro 
forecast a growth rate in real Gross 
National Product of 4,3 per cent if 
taxes are reduced. 


• Federal Reserve Chairman Ar- 


thur Burns said he could "see no ad- 
vantage in a tax cut at the present 
time." But Burns said he was open to 
change if economic conditions wea- 
kened. 


• Corporate profits from current 


production increased 4.8 per cent, or 
$5.6 billion to $122 billion in the third 
quarter. The growth in profits accel- 
erated from the 1.1 per cent increase 
in the second quarter, but remained 
unsatisfactorily low, according to 
Richard Lesher, president of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce. 
' • 


The third-quarter increase in Gross 


National Product compared with a 
growth rate of 4.5 per cent in the sec- 
ond quarter and, as earlier'indlcated, 
was the lowest since the recession 
ended in the winter of 1975. 


The slippage in the revised report 


demonstrated in the broadest econom- 
ic terms why unemployment rose in 
the third quarter although the econo- 
my appeared to be on a steady 
course. A drop below 4 per cent 
meant a slowing in production and 
consumption. . 


The downward revision in Gross Na- 


tional Product was the second major 
negative change in federal economic 
reports since the election. The other 
was in industrial production. 


The report also said the federal 


deficit rose again in the third quarter 
to a seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of $57.1 billion — $3 billion higher than 
the second quarter. 


REVISED U.S. Dept. of Commerce 
figures show the nation's gross 
national product increased 3.8 
per cent during the third quarter. 


Statistics don't tell the whole story 


Velocity is the rate of speed at 


which things move. Sentiment is how 
people feel about things. 


The reason for talking about these 


things is to illustrate a serious delu- 
sion In the way we conduct our eco- 
nomic affairs: individually, in busi- 
ness, in government. The delusion 
concerns statistics, those guidelines 
supposedly able to tell us whether 
things are getting better or worse, so 
we can plan accordingly. 


We've grown obsessed with statis- 


tics. We see too many of them. Many 
are meaningless, 
but we attach 


meaning to them. Many defy accurate 
interpretation, but we react to them 
nonetheless — often mistakenly. 


TWO IMPORTANT things that are 


the subjects of statistics are money 
and Inventory. Inventory consists.of 
the things that we buy: steel, rubber, 
glass from the manufacturers' view- 
point, cars from the consumers' view- 
point. 


If our willingness to spend our mon- 


ey to buy things grows, our economy 
grows. 


Statistics tell us how much money, 


how much inventory exists. And that's 
good as far as it goes. But the statis- 
tics do not tell us the velocity of mon- 
ey or inventory. That is: how fast are 
those items moving through their nor- 
mal courses? 


If our personal income increases, 


we either can spend the excess or we 
can stash it away for spending later.

If there is more money to be spent, 
but we aren't spending it (rather, 
we're saving it), then the velocity of 
money slows. 


LIKEWISE WITH inventory. If, 


aay, car makers feel consumers are 
in a buying mood, they will acquire 
abundant raw material with which to 
make cars. That stimulates the econo- 
my for raw material makers. But, 
alas, car makers guess wrong. 


The nubile isn't in a buying mood, 


Thus, there's an excess inventory of 
cars on the market. Future car pro- 
duction slows down, which means lay- 
offs and lost jobs. Some call this a 
slowdown In the economy, and that 
prompts fears of more unemploy- 
ment. 


What, then, of sentiment? The 


manufacturers adjust their plans on 
the basis of what consumers are sup- 
posedly thinking. Our attitudes, in oth- 
er words, affect the future of the 


economy. 


So how do we feel about things? In 


recent years so-called consumer con- 
fidence polls have become very popu- 
lar. In a survey of these polls, The 
Wall Street Journal disclosed that not 
only are they conducted quite differ- 
ently as to timing, method of Inter- 
viewing and so on, but their results 
are different: one showed consumer 
confidence improving, one decreasing 
during roughly the same time period. 


It may sound unscientific, but basic 


down-home prudence and con- 
servative common sense can be better 
guidelines for you than can the array 
of statistics. 


That is, at least until the govern- 


ment starts issuing statistics on pru- 
dence and common sense,

Jeta such as the 727 and the DC9 with- 
in six years; half by 1981, the rest by 
1983. 


• All four-engine Jets such as the

fourth by 1981; another one-fourth by 
1983 and the rest by 1085. 


Coteman said the airlines probably 


would modify 747s and two-engine and 
three-engine Jets at costs ranging up 
to $300,000 per plane. He said they 
probably would replace all narrow- 
body, four-engine jets except the 
"stretched" DCBs, as an alternative to 
spending $1.3 million per plant to 
muffle such old planes. 


The Environmental Protection

Judith Ross Is not surprised that the camaraderie shared by Zoe 


Caldwell, Colleen Dewhurst and herself Is making some people 
look at them sideways and wonder if they aren't up to something. 


They arc. The female trio all have their fingers In a brand new 


ploy, "An Almost Perfect Person," debuting tonight at Arlington 
Pork Theatre. 


Ross wrote It; Caldwell directed it; Dewhurst is starring in it. 


And though all three expect the best from their combined efforts, 
Ross is getting high on the mere collaboration. 


"The sensitivity besides the talent is so extradorinary you can 


really see it In this rehearsal period," she said in talking about her 
two cohorts. "The regard for one another's feelings in this line of 
work is really rare.

daughter for having been out so late on a school night. Only It was ; 
Friday and not Thursday at all. Ross had lost a day. 


And Arlington's producing director, Harvey Medllnsky, didn't 


know what to think when ho checked on rehearsals one day. 


"They're laughing, so I guess they're working," he was heard 


to exclaim before leaving the trio to themselves. 


About Caldwoll's first attempt at directing said Ross: "Zoe is so 


bright, so perceptive. She's an outrageous, wonderful person who 
can say things other people couldn't without putting a bullet 
through your heart." 


"And I love Arlington," continued the playwright who has lived 


on both coasts but has never visited Chicago. "The water is hard 
as rocks, but the people ore sensational." 


Actually, it Is quite by accident that "An Almost Perfect Per- 


son," about a widow who runs for Congress and loses, is pre- 
mlcrlng here. It was originally optioned for Broadway. 


THEN CALDWELL READ It and wanted to direct It. And 


both Caldwell and Ross agreed Dewhurst was exactly right for the 
lead. Only at the time she wasn't available. 


"She's a very together lady," said Ross about the character in 


her play, "and when you talk about very together actresses, Col- 
leen is it even though It's a departure from her usual role. Colleen 
is a fantastic, serious actress. This Is comedy. But good comedy is 
based on serious roots. Part of the trouble with women is they 
never laugh at themselves," said Ross. 


Also featured are George Hearn and Richard Schaal, who re- 


ceived his training from Second City hi Chicago and is currently 
married to Valerie Harper. 


"It couldn't be better," said Ross about the work situation. "We 


have women who love men and men who love women. And that's 
the best. There is a joyious feeling from these four people." 


The play might still be in the talking stages if Dewhurst hadn't 


committed herself to five weeks at Arlington. When he heard 
about the possible package deal, managing director Walter Perner 
opened the doors to all three of them. 


"Terrific. It really is wonderful. This is the most perfect place. 


It's really not necessary anymore to have a Boston or Philly. 
Audiences are audiences anywhere. If the play works, we'll 
know," said Ross. 


"THE PLAY IS REALLY about women today, and women today 


are terrific. But this isn't women's lib jargon. The feminist move- 
ment has nothing to do with it. This is about a woman who finds 
her whole life collapsing and has to put it all back together 
again." 


Ross, an experienced screen and television writer and author of 


two other plays ("Forget it — neither worked, I can talk about 
loss from a very particular point of view"), ^wrote "An Almost 
Perfect Person" because "I was furious." 


It wasn't even the lack of parts for women over 35 that angered 


Ross the most. But those written for mature women were "written 
by men from a man's point of view. They just scratched the 
surface," continued Ross. 


She chose a campaign backdrop because she is familiar with 


New York politics and because "there are so many similarities 
between politicians and actors." 


"It'S REALLY ABOUT winning and losing; winning is really 


becoming a religion in this country but we learn more from los- 
ing," said Ross. 


"If you bomb politically or theatrically, the whole world knows. 


There are few exposures of greater public humiliation. And if you 
can live through that..." 


If "An Almost Perfect Person" inspires other female writers — 


"so much the merrier," says Ross, who earlier in her career, 
'when not writing in tandem with producer husband George W. 
George, went by her initials, J. A. Ross, because she didn't want 
to be "pegged as a female writer." 


"Who ever heard of a woman writing westerns," laughed Ross, 


who was once a regular contributor to "Bonanza." 


"Suddenly I woke up and said to myself, Jeez, I'm a closet 


feminist! The movement has filtered down. It's really had its 
effect. There's a marvelous acceptance now. 


"We're no longer hurt by the artificial barriers women my age 


had put on their head. If you were 28 and not married — everyone 
wondered what was »(tong with you." 


ROSS IS AT WORK on a screen play, another comedy about

"When it makes you cry and makes you laugh, it's really come-

This time she's out for laughs 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Colleen Dowhunt Is adding a now 


perspective to her stage personality. 


It's not like O'Neill's "A Moon for 


the Misbegotten," a production that 
originated at Chicago's Academy Fes- 
tival Theatre. When site took "Mis- 
begotten" to Broadway In 107-1, she 
won a Tony Award for Best Actress. 


Nor will It resemble her perform- 


ance In the revival of Albee's "Who's 
Afruld of Virginia Woolf?" 


This Is comedy, still meaty but 


much lighter stuff. It's a brand new 
outlet for the actress — just how new 
and how different her fans will dis- 
cover when "An Almost Perfect Per- 
son" opens tonight at Arlington Park 
Theatre. 


YET. 
I CANT SEE how ll will mat- 


tor. Whether there's a glint in It or a 
serious undertone, the famous Dew- 
hurst husky voice that suddenly ex- 
plodes Into laughter like bullets shot 
through wax piiper will be just as 
carefully controlled. 


"It's not a feminist play — feminist 


in the true sense. The lead character 


Is a woman'who makes a discovery 
about herself. Only a lot of It Is vesy 
funny," sold Dewhurst during a 
wlilrlwind stop in Clilcago to announce 
the play. 


Site agreed to do Interviews ahead 


of time, so she could remain at home 
longer with her two teenage sons, IS 
and 10, on their 32-ucro farm 50 miles 
outside New York City. 


Even so, she was disappointed she 


would have to miss her sons' last soc- 
cer game of the season.

Lately she has been confined to reviv- 
als because that's all there was. 


"We have a dearth of female play- 


wights. The trouble is the writing 
women are doing. Same with books. 
There's a rage behind it. The image is 
too shrill," sold Dewhurst, who attrib- 
utes much of the problem to the hold- 
over "lunatic fringe" of the women's 
movement. 


It was necessary to be outspoken in 


the beginning. It isn't how she feels 
about it now. 


"CALLING MYSELF a person. I 


find that ridiculous. What I am — Is a 
woman. It's what makes me different. 
He and I arc persons. I am a woman. 


"If wo were truly liberated, we 


would also liberate the male so he 
also wouldn't have to role-play and 
could go into a relationship without 
feeling there was a trap being set for 
him." 


In answer to why she chose to re- 


main in theater over movies, Dow- 
hurst waved her cigaret and threw 
back her head. 


"My dear, I can't describe all the 


polite ways people have phrased that 
question. The truth Is I'd like to make 
a movie. But no one has ever asked 
me. I haven't chosen the theater; the 
theater was chosen for me." 


NEXT WEEK HER two sons will be 


flying in to Chicago to join her for 
Thanksgiving. 


They love being on the theater cir- 


cuit with their mother and in younger 
years were noted for flying kites offi 
the roof of hotels, ordering room ser- 
vice a Coke at a time, and turning the 
elevators into playgrounds.

California's gold mining days have 


provided fertile diggings for many a 
lusty yarn, but they really don't yield 
much treasure for a musical, even in 
the prolific minds of Alan Jay Lcrner 
and Frederick Loewe, creators of

The musical now being presented by 


Best Off Broadway at Buffalo Grove 
High School has added three memo*., 
rable tunes to our popular music re- 
pertoire, yet its story lino falls to gen- 
erate much enthusiasm. 


• Even with this handicap and that of 
the Immense Buffalo Grove stage, 
BOB's cast manages to inject some 
zip Into the story of a liquor-loving 
miner -and his fob- but illiterate 
daughter.

Daniel Krolsmon tackles the role of 


Ben Runson, the wonderin* miner 
who manages to stay put long enough 
In tho hills of California near the Ne- 
vada'border for his daughter, Jenni- 
fer, played by' BOB newcomer Kerry 
Hill, to fall in love. Krdsman pos- 
SWMS a voice to match the lusty 
character of Ben and renders a most 
satisfactory Interpretation of two of 
tho show's best songs, "They Call tho 
Wind Maria" and "I Still See Elisa." 
• MS. HILL'S IS also a strong voice, 
though both orchestra .and acoustics 
sometimes muffle her' lyrics, but she 
performs ably as the'blossoming girl 
whose prwcnco disrupts an otherwise 
til-male miner's town. 
. The young Mexican winning her af- 
fections, Julio, Is played by Tim 
Burke,, who has displayed his vocal 
talents In other area productions, no- 
tably "1778," "Tho Fantnsilks" and 


"Damn Yankees." It was somewhat 
disconcerting to have Ills Chlcano ac- 
cent disappear when ho breaks into 
song, but that doesn't lessen enjoy- 
ment In particular of tho lilting "I 
Talk to the Trees."

Earth *s caves formed many waves 


Andy tendi the Encyclopaedia Britannlca's 1978 


Yearbook or Science and the Future to Andy Hick- 
ey. 7, of Chandler, Ariz., (or his question: 


HOW ARE CAVES FORMED? 


Great caves dot the .earth's crust around the 


world. Some of thorn are formed as ocean waves 
beat against massive rocks. Year after year, the 
crashing weight of the water grinds away at the 
cliffs, using bits of sand and pebbles to carve out a 
cave. Caves formed this way are called sea caves. 
Ono of the largest North American sea caves Is Sea 
Lion Cave In Oregon. Within Its dark recesses can be 
found great herds of sea lions raising their families. 


Other caves form when rivers of hot molten rock 


flow from a fiery volcano. Though the surface of 
these lava rivers may cool and form a hard crust, 
the seething rock below flows on. When finally the 
lava flow ends, hollow tubes are left behind that 
form long lava caves. 


Most of the earth's caves and caverns are formed 


In a special kind of rock called limestone. Limestone 
feels hard when you touch It, but actually it Is one of 
the softest of rocks. Limestone can also be dissolved 
by a weak solution of carbolic acid. And this cave* 
making liquid is quite plentiful in nature. 


Each time it rains, countless millions of tiny rain- 


drops pelt tho earth. During their journey from the 
heavens thqy pick up carbon dioxide molecules from 
the air, becoming droplets of weak carbolic acid. 
Caves begin to form when the rain seeps through

cracks or tiny pores in underground limestone rocks. 
Day after day, and year by patient year, the lime- 
stone dissolves like sugar In a glass of lemonade. 


At first the softer portions of the rock dissolve, 


leaving large, darkened caverns. Where the rock £•». 
solves more slowly, narrow passages form. After 
many thousands of years, a series of rooms connect- 
ed by smaller tunnels may form. Scientists think that 
Carlsbad Caverns in New Mexico had its beginning 
this way some 60 million years ago. This cave's lar- 
gest room could hold 10 football fields, and at one 
place its celling is as high as a 30-story building.

The basketball fan Is sophisticated. His lore has depth.

When I watch a basketball game at any level, the spirit is 


quickly caught in the intimacy of the enclosed arena. This is the- 
nter and each audience is first night. 


Here is a drama in which the players improvise their lines and 


at the same time write the plot. It Is a drama crammed into a few 
minutes which will never be repeated in quite the same way. 


IT IS ONE of happy ends for some and stark realism for others. 


It is shocking and yet still satisfying. 


Basketball is a virus, an insanity in which all that is accom- 


plished between November and March is cast aside for a fresh 
start — the tournaments. 


Your favorite team may lose tonight or tomorrow night or next 


week. Every week is not so vital. The tournaments offer a fresh 
start, so a faulty getaway or a mid-season slump is not quite as 
serious as it might be. 


When the tournaments arrive, excitement becomes hysteria and 


defeat is a plunge over the precipice. The end comes quickly and 
it is finished, leaving us hungering for more. 


THE WEEKS and months ahead will bring us all together, close- 


ly, fan and player, infecting each other with our enthusiasms and 
our despairs. 


Basketball is something very special, a simple game, a complex 


game. Simple motions swirl into intricate patterns.

GRAZIANO EXPLAINED where he 


first learned some art technique. "In 
reform school I was in readln' and 
writln' and I was a belligerent kid, a 
bad pain in the fanny — I couldn't 
cope wit' studying, so they sent me to 
a thing called art class. Great. No. 
studyin'. What it was was learnln* to 
write big letters wit* shadowing. 
, "And from letterin* I learned how to 
draw, and then how to mix colors. I 
didn't start to paint until I was a 
young fighter in 1944 and traimn' at 
Greenwood Lake. I saw a guy paintin' 
the lake. I looked over his shoulder 
and said, 'Hey, why don't ya mix this 
color wit' this one?' He said, 'How the 
hell you know that?' 


"Well, I had time on my hands 


when trainln' was over for the day 
and I began paintin' the lake myself. 


"In later years I even did copies of 


Picasso. I couldn't afford to buy origi- 
nals.

People thought he was weird at first, 
but he took off like a champ, which he 
was, a champ in his own field.

I was the champ 
of the art department In reform 
school. I used to kick the hell out'of 
every kid In the class."

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Daily World's Mike Jay 
Columnist and capitalism 


"Th« View from LEFT field," with 


the adjective emboldened on the logo, 
Is the tune of the sports column Mike 
Jay writes for the Dally World, the 
only Marxist daily newspaper in the 
United States. 


Jay's sports column is distinctive 


The slant is straight southpaw. He is 
a watchdog for the underdog. 


When, for example, Vlncc Lombard! 


crawled out of a slide bed to tell a 
meeting of pro football club owners to 
hold firm against demands of the 
players' association. Jay wrote, 
"There wasn't a dry millionaire's eye 
in the place when the great Lombard! 
told them not to bo pushed around by 
a bunch of kids." 


WHEN DAVID Eisenhower, then a 


college student, got a summer job as 
a statistician with the Washington 
Senators, Jay noted how millions of 
less favored kids couldn't get any 
summer work at all, and how David 
blandly supported the Vietnam War. 


"Well," wrote Jay. "what else can 


one expect from the Plastic Flower of 
American Youth?" 


Mike Jay, age 30, behind glasses 


and mustache, sits in an old, small, 
crowded, typically-littered, newspaper 
office in Manhattan. 


There is a definite place for a politi- 


cal sports columnist Jay believes, be- 
cause "every aspect of our society Is 
expressed and reflected in sports. Ev- 
erything In a culture Is Interrelated. 
No phenomenon Is isolated." 


HE ADDS THAT issues from eco- 


nomics to race to labor relations to 
women's right* arc as integral to 
sports as to any other corner of 
society. 


Jay says sports in America demon- 


strates the fallibility of the capitalistic 
system. For example, football hel- 
mets of inferior quality are made with 
the solo view of bigger profits; the 
bad helmets result in serious head in- 
juries lo Little League-type football 
participants. 


Jay believes that sports Is part of 


American Imperialism in that, for ex- 
ample, foreign labor is exploited. He 
points out that major league baseballs 
are now stitched in Haiti because 
workers there must accept $1.25 a day 
for their bone labor. 


Jay writes that ownership in sports 


is an anachronism, that players are 
paid as little as possible and owners 
reap as much profit as they can. Why, 
he asks, sltouldn't the players control 
the game and the profits themselves? 


"MY WORK," said Jay, "Is a con- 


tinuation of the kinds of things my. 
predecessors at the Dally Worker — 
the name was changed to the Daily 
World about nine yean ago — had 
been doing for years. 


"Giving you one example. Wo were 


In the forefront of getting a black in 
baseball. As far back as the 1930s the 
Dally Worker was getting up petitions 
to Mayor LaGuardla In New York 
City to Investigate the Jim Crow laws 
of baseball. 


"A funny thing, though, it's getting 


harder and harder to write sports dif- 
ferently. ' Times are changing, and 
several members of the establishment 
press are taking a deeper and more 
humane look into sports in our 
society." 


Writing for a sort of pariah period- 


ical has its drawbacks, to be sure. ' 
Jay Is thoroughly aware of the stigma 
of being a marxlst sports writer. 
Sometimes he finds it hard to get' 
press credentials for an event,' and 
even when ho does get In, he may be 
assigned a scat where the view Is 
temporarily obscured by a passing 
cloud. 


JAY EARNS $100 a week, not 


enough lo support his wife and baby. 
He hustles as much free-lance work 
as possible. "We live from- monlh-to- 
month," he says, "but the bottom has 
yet to fall out"

Jay says his satisfaction comes in 


being able to write his views freely. 
"On a more commercial newspaper," 
he said, "big business Interests would 
censor a great deal of my stuff." 


Mike Jay is Ms first and middle 


name. Ho uses his last name only for 
free-lance writing, so the stigma of. 
the Dully World won't hurt him, there. 
He also uses this nom de plume so not 
to in any way hurt or embarrass his 
parents. 


"I got my strong feelings about jus-. 


tice from my parents," said Jay.' 
"And I eventually became quite politi- 
cal in high school. And one thing led ' 
to another. 1 came to believe that the 
Marxist view was the proper one, 
from my standpoint, that it Is an out- 
rage for a society to suffer unemploy- 
ment and underdeveloped housing. 
The breakdown of a class society into 
a classless one is the best answer I 
know to right those wrongs." 


IN MAKING comparisons between 


the United States and socialist coun- 
tries, ho says that, yes, he is for free- 
dom of the press and the freedom to 
travel, but that each society should 
choose Its own way. "I am totally In 
favor, for example, of the Bill of 
Rights In America," he said. 


As for sports in socialist countries, 


he says America could learn much. 
"Sports arc designed for the masses 
— and for classless participation," he 
said. "The best equipment for every- 
body is the goal In socialist countries, 
and the facilities are to be shared by 
everybody." 


He admits that athletes in some so- 


cialist countries get special treat- 
ment. He excuses (his by saying,'

Tin 33-year-old Knpstein controls 10 


of baseball's free agents. Ho signed 
half of them with now teams In two 
days — a fortnight after the Nov. 4 re- 
entry draft in Now York. 


Players and loom officials have qui- 


etly shuttled In and out of Providence 
for face-to-faco negotiations In Kap- 
stcln's small conference room-office 
in the city's tallest office building, 
owned by Hospital Trust National 
Bank. 


You won't find tlio name "Kapstein, 


Jerry" on tho ground floor directory 
because he doesn't want autograph 
hounds or nosy reporters camping on 
his doorstep. 


When It Is time for announcements, 


ho calls news conferences behind the 
gtorllng-iUvcr handled doors of the 
bank's oak-paneled 211th floor Execu- 
tive Board room.

Out his active involvement in sports

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Dog's life? 


Racing greyhounds look thin but receive special care 


by ALBERT AIML 


WHEELING, W. Va. (UPI) - 
If 


you think the greyhounds racing at 
Wheeling Downs lead a dog's life 
you're wrong. 


They load a pretty good life, accord- 


ing to Bill Reynolds, manager of the 
"General Store" at the track. 


"They look thin and under- 


nourished, but actually they receive 
more care and attention than a lot of 
peta." Reynolds said. "Their thinness 
Is deceiving. They iget all of the food 
they need to keep their muscles 


• strong." 


TUB BESPECTACLED Reynolds 


says he keeps all kinds of supplies on 
hand for sale to the trainers, in- 


cluding feed, medications and lini- 
ments. 
. "The trainers make the decisions on 
the dogs," he said. "They buy their 
supplies from me, feed the dogs, doc- 
tor them and prepare them for the 
races." 


lie said a dog normally eats 2 to 2'/i 


pounds of food dally. His main diet Is 
horse moat'or beef, supplemented by 
brown sugar, vegetables, onions, fresh 
produce, peaches and mackerel. All of 
the food Is mixed cold and fed to the 
dogs once a day — usually in the eve- 
ning. 


In the winter, Reynolds said, some. 


trainers mix up a warm slow for the 
dogs. 


"EVERYTHING POSSIBLE is done 


to make the dogs comfortable," Rey- 
nolds sold. "Their kennels are heated 
and air conditioned so that the tem- 
perature is about ,60 degrees ell the 
time. The dogs are also permitted into' 
an exercise area from time to-time to 
keep them from getting stiff. 


"Dogs that are running are worked 


out on a sprinting track behind the 
main track and they are schooled on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday." -, 


Reynolds said most greyhounds be- 


gin racing when they are one year old 
and run until they are four. They nor- 
mally face twice a week.' • '

tic muzzles while racing and wire 
muzzles in the kennels so they can't 
take a nip out of one another. 


Every precaution is taken to keep 


the dogs from becoming ill. They 
wear clear,' plastic raincoats while 
being led to the starting box when it 
is raining and red and yellow blankets 
when It is cold. 


Dogs racing for. the Stcubenville 


Kennels have won the most money 
this year. Their dogs have picked up 
about $17,000 since the current meet 
started Aug. 18. 


Before you get an idea of trying to 


cash in on this new sport, you'd better 
take another look at your checkbook. 


General Manager Tom Shehan says 


the ordinary dog at Wheeling Downs 
costs about $1,500. And he said the 
better dogs run in the $10,000 class.

to do with Gerald Ford? Graver 
Cleveland onco suggested that ex- 
presidents bo taken to five-acre lots 
and shot. On reflection, however, he 
admitted that five acres seems nee- 
dlessly large, and. anyway, cx-prcsi- 
dcnts have suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often the nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history. Wo have 
long had provisions to call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duty. Generals stand by for all of 


their lives. But as for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"they arc just allowed to starve." 


Truman's remark was a figurative 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit- 
erally left to go hungry if that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to 
cat — and eventually died $40,000 in 
debt. John Adams also expired in gen- 
teel poverty, Ulysses Grant once had 
but $80 to his name, and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


THE FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
following Congress instituted the first 
arrangement for the economic secu> 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has become lavish, 
even excessive, to the point where the 
unelected Ford, in office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60,000, and $1 million in. transition 
funds. 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable in retirement — he is the 
only politician in America to profit so 
handsomely from Watergate — there 


is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only thing for an ex-president to 
do is "take pills and dedicate librar- 
ies." We seldom encourage much 
more. 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion In retirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Jeffer- 
son created the University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Taft,for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt it 
improper to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin Coolidge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president." 


The 


P A D D O C K P U B L I C A T I O N S 


TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 


"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
is to become a columnist and crowd 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
ploitation of the presidency." 


So it is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly the best example is Theodore 
Roosevelt. Only SO upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

present roar of jet liners an "unac- 
ceptable intrusion," Transportation 
Sec. William Colcmnn Thursday un- 
veiled a mllti'blllion-dollar program 
to cut aircraft noise SO per cent by 
1983. 


Colcmnn ordered United States Air- 


lines to modify or replace their 1,648 
loudest subsonic jets — almost 80 per 
cent of the nation's commercial avia- 
tion fleet — to meet standards for- 
merly applied only to the newest, qui- 
etest planes.

Young to seek recount 


if ruling goes against him

R e p u b l i c a n Samuel H. Young 


Thursday said he will seek a partial 
recount of votes in tho 10th Congres- 
sional District race if he Is declared 
the loser when the official election re- 
sults arc announced today. 


Young's comments came on the 


heels of a number of developments In 
the hotly contested race. U. S. Rop. 
Abncr J. Mlkva, D-lOth, Is expected to 
be declared the winner of tho race 
with a narrow 201-votc margin. 


Mlkva's attorneys cleared the way 


for tho official proclamation on the re- 
sults Thursday by dropping a lawsuit 
which would have forced County Clerk 
Stanley T. Kuspcr Jr. to count 2,658 
absentee ballots in the race. 


THE LAWYERS.'John C. Tucker 


and Jerome H. Torshcn, said even If 
Circuit Court Judge Arthur L. Dunne 
had ordered the ballots counted, Kus- 
pcr could not complete the vote tabu- 
lations In time to meet the State 
Board of Elections Monday deadline' 
for official certification of the Nov. 2 
election. 


Mlkva and his campaign manager, 


Jack Marco, both blamed Young's at- 
torneys for delaying court action and 
preventing the counting of the ballots. 


"I don't know why Young did not 


want the votes counted. He dis- 
enfranchised the people. It was a de- 
liberate effort to stall the court pro- 
ceedings," Mlkva said. "Young has a 
problem trying to explain why he did 
not want the votes counted." 
t 


Young labeled Mlkva's stall charges 


as "political claptrap." 


"If he had such a strong case, why 


did he drop his suit," Young ques- 
tioned. 


AFTER THE HEARING ended, 


Kuspcr said he will proclaim the re- 
sults of tho election at 10:30 a.m. to- 
day. He refused to join Mlkva and 
Marco In their criticism of Young and 
his chief attorney, Perry C. Fuller.

"I can't say it was a stall. The man 


did a superior job. He is a good law- 
yer," Kuspcr said. 


Young WM not prepared to say if ho' 


will protest tho results of the election 
to the U. S. House Administration 
Committee. Kusper predicted 
that

times they expect to sec the case be- 
fore them early next year. 


In 1074, Young sought both a dis- 


covery recount and action in the U. S. 
House to reverse the results of the 
election after he lost the seat he won 
In 1972 to Mikva by less than 3,000 
votes. 


"In a society in which we are mak-

Just 69,000 of the giant auto firm's 


workers, 35,000 of them in Michigan, 
left their jobs in seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time In 'a move that 
could have the same effect as closing 


< all 119 GM plants In 21 states. - 


"Tho UAW-General Motors contract 


has expired," UAW Pres. Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pres. Irving 
Blucstono said in a one paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. 


"However, we are continuing to 


negotiate for a new national agree- 
ment and are hopeful this will be 
achieved," they said. 


It was believed the union planned to 


use its " "mlnlstrike" strategy in 
which workers would remain off the 
job for just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 
shutdowns would force other assem- 
bly and manufacturing plants to begin 
closing "within days" If the workers 
don't return to their jobs by the 
middle of next week. 


The seven assembly plants and nine 


basic manufacturing plants that, will 
be.-affocted are in Michigan, Indiana, 
New York, Ohio, Georgia, Illinois and

general building code violations at the 
complex. They also showed there 
were problems with garbage, rodents 
and roaches. 


City officials set Oct. 19 as the dead- 


line for correcting all code violations 
and Nov. 4 for completion of ex- 
termination work to solve the roach 
problem. 


City Atty. Charles Hug said many 


violations at the complex have been 
corrected, but that there still arc 
some problems in Jorgenscn's build- 
ings with the sanitary sewer system 
and fuses in the electrical system. He 
is preparing to file a lawsuit against 
Jorgcnsen in Circuit Court to get the 
violations corrected. 


Hug said although signs have been 


posted on the units, the city will not 


attempt to remove tenants from the 
townhouses. The city, however, has 
prohibited tho owners from renting 
vacant units. 


Tho city ordered tho health and 


building code violations corrected af- 
ter receiving protest petitions signed 
hy 125 residents living near the area. 
The residents asked the city to shut- 
down the complex until the violations 
are corrected.

Jerry Ford: will we let his fate be cast to the wind? 


by TOM T1EDE 


WASHINGTON - What arc we now 


to do with Gerald Ford? Grovcr 
Cleveland onco suggested that ox- 
presidents bo taken to five-acre lots 
and shot. On reflection, however, he 
admitted that (Ivo acres seems nee- 
dlessly targe, and, anyway, ex-presi- 
dents have suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often the nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history. We have 
long had provisions to call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duty. Generals stand by for all of 


their lives. But as for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"they arc just allowed to starve." 


Truman's remark was a figurative 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit- 
erally left to go hungry if that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to 
eat — and eventually died $40,000 In 
debt. John Adams also expired in gen- 
teel poverty, Ulysses Grant once had 
but $80 to his name, and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


THE FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
following Congress instituted the first 
arrangement for the economic .secur- 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has become lavish, 
even excessive, to the point where the 
unelected Ford, in office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60,000; and $1 million in transition 
funds. 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable in retirement — he is the 
only politician in America to profit so 
handsomely from Watergate — there 


is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only tiling for an ex-president to 
do is "take pills and dedicate librar- 
ies." We seldom encourage much 
more. 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion in retirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Jeffer- 
son created the University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Taft.for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt It 
improper to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin Coolidge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president." 


TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 


"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
is to become a columnist and crowd 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
ploitation of the presidency." 


So it is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly the best example is Theodore 
Roosevelt. Only 50 upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

merly applied only to the newest, qui- 
etest planes. 


The eight-year program may cost 


between $3.5 billion and $7.0 billion, 
Federal Aviation Administration said 
Thursday they do not know what ef- 
fect the now flight procedures will 
have at O'llaro. 
Coleman said. Ho said a hearing will 
bo held Dec. I to consider ways, In- 


cluding a 2 per cent ticket surcharge, 
to foot the bill.

Federal Aviation Administration, or- 
dered new flight procedures to elimi- 
nate 30 per cent of the worst jet line 
noise at ground level.

HAW calls second strike 
shutting down 16 GM plants 


DETROIT (UPI) - 
The United 


Auto Workers union today called an 
unprecedented second auto industry 
strike this year — a selective ID-plant 
shutdown against General • Motors 
Corp. after negotiators failed to reach 
agreement on a now national contract 
for 300,000 GM workers. 


Just 69,000 of the giant auto firm's 


workers, 35,000 of them in Michigan, 
left their jobs In seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time in a move that 
could have tho same effect as closing 
all 119 GM plants In 21 states. 


"Tito UAW-Gcncral Motors contract 


has expired," UAW Pres. Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pros. Irving 
Bluestono said in a one paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. 


"However, wo arc continuing to 


negotiate for a new national agree- 
ment and ore hopeful this will be 
achieved," they sold. 


It was believed the union planned to 


use its " "ministriko" strategy in 
which workers would remain off tin 
job for just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 
shutdowns would force other assem- 
bly and manufacturing plants to begin 


closing "within days" if the workers 
'don't return to their jobs by the 
middle of next week. 


The seven assembly plants and nine 


basic manufacturing plants that will 
be affected are in Michigan, Indiana, 
Now York, Ohio, Georgia, Illinois and

Old loner Oscar to get 
living memorial of tree

Oscar Maegli's death in September 


ended a nine-month saga In which the 
Wheeling Park District, after pur- 
chasing a park site, inherited a live-in 
tenant. 


Under other circumstances, Ma- 


egli's presence would have soon been 
forgotten, on old man who died as he 
lived — alone, proud and private. But 
Wheeling park officials have decided 
otherwise — they will mark Maegli's 
passing with a living memorial, a tree 
planted In one of the district's parks. 


David Phillips, park superintendent, 


befriended Macgll In his final days af- 
ter park officials discovered the 62- 
year-old man living in a shack when 
the park district purchased a 10-ncrc 
form on Schocnbcck Road south of 
Anthony Rood. Macgll had lived there 
ilnco 1058, when he first came to work 
for farmer Roy Llchtcr. 


MAEGLI continued to live on the 


farm even after the death of Llch- 
ter and the purchase of the land by 
tho park district. He spent his last 
months caring for eight stray cats 
and occasionally reminiscing about 
earlier times when tho farm was 
planted with tomatoes, onions and oth- 
er vegetables. 


When Macgll died of heart failure In 


September, he was burled In the furm- 
lly plot In Milwaukee. Tho park dis- 
trict later tore down his shock to

Sheriff £. J. LaMagdclcino said

Graham's position - 
with NIPC upheld 


F.T. (Mike) Graham's appointment 


to tho Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission has been upheld by Lake 
County Circuit Court Judge William 
Glcoson. 


Glcoson ruled that State's Atty. 


Jack Hoogasian failed to prove that 
county board member Matthew Mihol- 
Ic was appointed to a four-year term 
on NIPC in 1073 and that Graham's 
appointment in 1075 was illegal. 


Hoogasian's suit sought to oust Gra- 


ham from NIPC and reinstate Mlhollc 
for the remainder of his four-year 
term. Mlhollc was removed from of- 
fice after two years because his ap- 
pointment had not been given to the 
secretary of >tatc as required by law.

"I told them I had no objection and

sent a majority of tho department.

"doesn't fit a low enforcement agen- 
cy," the sheriff said. "Some of the 
things they' do ore against the ethics 
of the law enforcement profession." 


The sheriff said ho was referring to 


acts of violence that accompany union 
actions. "I don't know if you would 
have that here, but If the deputies are 
in the same union as tho truck driv- 
ers, I could see problems with en- 
forcement of tho rules of the road," 
LaMagdclcino said. 


ANOTHER POSSIBILITY'for a col- 


lective bargaining unit is the Frater- 
nal Order of Police. LaMagdeleine 
said that most of the deputies are 
members of the organization and Sgt. 
Thomas Brown of the department is 
the president of the local chapter. 


"He (Brown) is hopeful that it can 


help get the men an increase in 
wages. I'm hopeful the county board 
won't wait for that. The men should 
get commensurate pay. If they don't, 
then the county board is inviting the 
union in," LaMagdeleine said. 


Currently, a deputy with five years 


experience makes $1,213 a month. La- 
Magdeleine has recommended to the 
board that it be raised to $1,359. 


"That will just bring them up to 


where the other departments in the 
area were last January," the sheriff 
said. 


A group of deputies from the Fra- 


ternal Order of Police is expected to 
' attend the Nov. 24 county board budg- 
et meeting to ask for collective bar- 
gaining rights. 


The proposed county budget does 


not have salary increases equal to 
what the sheriff recommends. La- 
Magdeleine said he Is hopeful the 
board will reconsider before the budg- 
et is approved later this month.'

Jerry Ford: will we lei his fate be cast to the wind? 


by TOM TIEDE 


WASHINGTON - What are wo now 


to do with Gerald Ford? Grover 
Cleveland onco suggested that ex- 
president* be taken to flvo-ocro lots 
and shot On reflection, however, he 
admitted that five acres seems nee- 
dlessly largo, and, anyway, cx-presl- 
dcnts have suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often tho nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history. We have 
long had provisions to call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duty. Generals stand by for all of 


their lives. But as for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"thoy are just allowed to starve." 


Truman's remark was a figurative 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit- 
erally left to go hungry if that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to 
eat — and eventually died $40,000 in 
debt. John Adams also expired in gen- 
teel poverty, Ulysses Grant once had 
but $80 to his name, and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


TUB FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
following Congress instituted the first 
arrangement for the economic secur- 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has became lavish, 
even excessive, to the point where the 
unelected Ford, in office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60,000, and $1 million In transition 
funds. 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable in retirement — he is the 
only politician in America to profit so 
handsomely from Watergate — there 


is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only thing for an ex-president to 
do is "take pills and dedicate librar- 
ies." We seldom encourage much 
more. 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion in tctirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Jeffer- 
son created the University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Taft,for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt It 
improper to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin Coolldge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president." 


TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 


"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
is to become a columnist and croud 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
. ploltation of the presidency." 


So it is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly the best example is Theodore 
Roosevelt Only SO upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

Raupp's last harvest? 
No way! It's in his blood

Tho sounds of pounding hammers 


and roaring bulldozers echoed in the 
background as LeRoy Raupp filled his 
tractor with gasoline. 


It was getting late hi the morning 


and Raupp had fllcds to pkm. 


He hopped on his tractor and drove 


out of his old barn, across a small 
field, past construction workers and 
half-built houses, across a partially- 
constructed road and onto a neighbor- 
ing cornfield. 


RAUI'P'S FARM surrounded by 


The Crossings development at Arling- 
ton Heights Road and III. Rte. 83 In 
Buffalo Grove is a scene of vivid con- 
trasts. 


Just a few feet from a 130-year-old 


barn sits an army of newly-construct- 
ed houses — homes that lie on land 
that Raupp and his father farmed for 
about 70 years. 


Now no farm land is loft among the 


80 acres (he Raupp's owned. But 
Raupp, 32, sold he understands that 
room must bo mode for progress. 


"It's good progress in a way, and 


what can you do. People have to 
move out and they have to move out 
in this direction," he said. "I hate to 
see it go, but there's not much you 
can do. Today the land is just too 
valuable." 


IIAUI'P. WHOSE GREAT grand- 


parents were among the first settlers 
In Buffalo Grove, now hires out his 
farming skills and works 80 acres to 
the south of Ills former property and^ 
100 acres along 111. Rte. 83 about one' 
mile north. 


Despite the decision by Raupp and 


his father to sell the farm in 1970, 
Raupp said he is not about to quit 
farming. 


"It's something that's in the blood 


and you just can't get it out. I think 
I'll always be fanning a few acres 
somewhere just to keep doing it," he 
sold. 


Raupp has seen his life change as 


rapidly as the scenery around his old 
form. He has gotten married, moved 
from the farmhouse to a modern 


home on Checker Drive and begun a 
part-time job driving a school bus to 
Cooper Junior High and Buffalo Grove 
High School. 


THE CHANGES BEGAN several 


years ago when Ills father sold the 
dairy cattle. 


"I used to get up to milk the cows, 


now I get up to drive the school bus 
instead," he said. 


Raupp Is pleased with the money 


his father got from developers for the 
farmland, but knows he could have 
held out for more if he waited. 


"If I owned the land. I probably 


would have held out, but It was* my 
dad's and I said,'enjoy it while you 
can, you don't have to save it for me.' 
Now I'm glad lie did," Raupp sold. 
Raupp's father died three years ago 
at the age of 86. 


RAUPP SAID HE probably will 


stay in Buffalo Grove for several years 
but is thinking of buying some farm- 
land near Harvard. He sold much of 
the land he Is farming now probably

V AW calls second strike 
shutting do ten 16 GM plants 


DETROIT (UPI) - The United 


Auto Workers union today called an 
unprecedented second auto industry 
strike this year — a selective IB-plant 
shutdown against General Motors 
Corp. after negotiators failed to reach 
agreement on a new national contract 
for 300,000 GM workers. 


Just 69,000 of the giant auto firm's 


workers, 33,000 of them in Michigan, 
left their jobs In seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time In a move that 
could have the same effect as closing 
all 110 GM plants in 21 states. 


"The UAW-Gencral Motors contract 


has expired," UAW Pres. Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pros. Irving 
Bluestono said in a ono paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. 


"However, we are continuing to 


negotiate for a now national agree- 
ment and are hopeful this will be 
achieved," they said. 


It was believed the union planned to 


uso Its " "mlnlstrike" strategy in 
which workers would remain off the 
job for just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 
shutdowns would force other assem- 
bly and manufacturing plants to begin 


closing "within days" If the workers 
don't return to their jobs by the 
middle of next week. 


The seven assembly plants and nine 


basic manufacturing plants that will 
be affected ore in Michigan, Indiana, 
New York, Ohio, Georgia, Illinois and 
Wisconsin. 


ing rapid strides to improve the quali-

Coleman's order exempted the Ang- 


lo-French Concorde supersonic trans- 
port, the noisiest plane landing In the 
United States. It also exempted for- 
eign-owned subsonic jets and United 
States subsonics used on overseas 
routes. 


A SEPARATE supersonic transport 


noise policy will be issued in about a 
year, after the Concorde has com- 
pleted 16 months of trial flights to the 
United States, Coleman said. 


He said the United States will delay 


noise limits on foreign subsonic craft 
for three years to see if a worldwide 
standard con be achieved. The United 
States will ask foreign planes and 
United States planes on overseas 
routes to meet tho domestic United 
States standard by 1985 if no world 
standard is set. 


Coleman's action, ordered Oct. 21 


by President Ford, extended to the 
entire United States fleet a noise stan- 
dard already applied to 494 jets built 
since Dec. 31, 1974. The graduated

4 seized in 2 suburb drug raids

22, and Gary Gene Kuatz, 20, both 
of 1323 Baldwin Rd., Palatine, and 
Matthew and Maureen Shreeves, 
both 20, of 749 Trace Dr., Buffalo 
Grove. 


HALL IS CHARGED with deliv- 


ery of LSD, possession of mari- 
juana and possession of LSD, all 
felony charges. 


Kaatz is charged with one count 


of delivering LSD and one count 
of possession of marijuana, both 
felony charges. 


Shreeves is charged with two 


counts of delivering marijuana, 
one count of delivering LSD and 
two counts of possession of mari- 
juana, all felony charges. 


Mrs. Shreeves is charged with 


one count of delivering mari- 
juana, one count of delivering 
LSD and one count of possession 
of marijuana. 


THE ARRESTS concluded a 


nearly three-week investigation 
and stakeout by MEG agents who 
said they had made three pur- 
chases of narcotics from the ring 
members before the raids Thurs- 
day night. 


An undercover MEG agent, pos- 


ing as a drug buyer, who had 


made the previous purchases, was 
taken by Shreeves to purchase 
drugs at the Palatine apartment 
Thursday night where four MEG 
agents and two Buffalo Grove po- 
lidemen conducted a raid, arrest- 
ing the three men and con- 
fiscating a variety of illegal drugs 
and drug-related equipment.

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Minister's silent sermons reach the deaf 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


The R«v. John Nlckcrson teaches 


the word of God the only way those 
living In a world of silence understand 
— through sign language. 


He has a steadily growing congrega- 


tion of about 100 deaf persons and 
families with hearing-impaired chil- 
dren In the North and Northwest sub- 
urbs. The congregation has no church 
of Its own. 


Members gather every Sunday 


morning in Chicago and suburban 
churches which are provided rent 
free. The organist plays, but the choir 
and parishioners sing praise with the 
Intricate finger gestures of their own 
language. 


There ore many In need of his ser- 


vices, The Rev. Nlckerson sold. There 
are more than 20,000 deaf persons in 
the Chicago area and only a handful 
of churches that offer sacraments and 
services for the deaf. 


BECAUSE SO many have hearing 


troubles, The Rev. Nlckcrson spends 
little time at home in DCS Plnlncs 
these days. He is either lecturing In 
sign language at Harper College, Pal- 
atine, performing services for the 
deaf at a nearby church or conferring 
with those who need his counseling In 
his parish offices at 800 W. Central 
Rd.. Mount Prospect. 


The Rev. Nlckerson readily accept- 


ed the appointment to the Our Savior 
Lutheran Church of the Deaf in 1072 
knowing his task would not be easy. 


He must establish a place of wor- 


ship for the parish, offer recreational 
and creative outlets for the hard of 
hearing, help families accept and 
cope with the handicap, and make 
society sensitive to the needs of the 
deaf. 


Ho admits that is a big order for 


one man. But the prospects of accom- 


the pastor who has a personal under- 
standing of the problems and conflicts 
the hard of hearing face. 


THE REV. NICKERSON'S own 


hearing impairment as a youth was 
corrected through surgery, although 
he mastered sign language as the only 
means of communicating with a deaf 
pllshing these goals seem bright, said 
aunt. 


The fourth of his seven children also 


was born with a hearing impairment. 


"With a past like that, I was not 


surprised at my appointment to the 
deaf ministry here. I was Just pleased 
I could begin helping the hard of hear- 
ing to lead normal, happy lives," he 
said. 


Tho Rev. Nickerson gave up his 


teaching position in southern Illinois 
and his efforts to integrate racially 
the first church in metropolitan Pitts- 
burgh to accept tlie deaf ministry. 


"MY OTHER assignments were ex- 


citing, but I will never return to a 
regular parish. It would be too dull. 
My work Is here with the deaf," he 
sold, "and I will stay hero until'my 
job is done." 


The Rev. Nlckerson performs Sun- 


day morning worship services in sign 
language for his parish at the Our 
Savior Lutheran Church, Chicago, 
which ironically carries the same 
name as his congregation. 


He also performs sign language ser- 


vices every fourth Sunday it St. Paul 
Lutheran Church, IB S. School St., 
Mount Prospect, where the congrega- 
tion holds its religion classes and rec- 
reational activities. 


The Rev. Nlckerson conducts wed- 


dings, baptisms and funerals in sign 
language for anyone, regardless of re- 
ligious affiliation. 


"It will bo a big shot in the arm 


when our parish has its own church. 


It will be a place that the deaf and 
their families can identify with and 
come to for help or socializing. 
There's so little now they have to call 
their own," he said. 


THE NEW CHURCH will be con- 


structed in the Northwest suburbs be- 
fore 1980 although a site has not been 
selected. -' 


But the biggest problem is not get- 


ting, a church of their own or even 
passing on the word of God by talking 
and using sign language at the same 
time, because that has become second 
nature for the Rev. Nickerson. 


"The biggest problem Is getting the 


parents of deaf children to recognize 
and accept the handicap. The problem 
Is helping heating-impaired persons to 
build up some self-esteem and skills," 
he said. 


THE COLD, HARD facts disturb 


the Rev. Nlckerson. Many children 
are 5 years old before a doctor detects 
their hearing impairment and treats It 
properly. 


There is an Increasingly high di- 


vorce rate among parents with hear- 
ing-impaired children. It Is because 
most parents are not hard of hearing 
themselves and ore not prepared to 
handle the pressures of raising a 
handicapped child, the Rev. Nicker- 
son said. 


Counselors for the deaf and their 


families are available through state 
agencies such as the Division of Voca- 
tional 
Rehabilitation and 
private 


agencies such as the Lutheran Child 
and Family Services to help with em- 
ployment, training and other special 
services. 


The state requires public education 


systems provide special education in- 
struction for the hard of hearing, but 
existing programs do not seem to be 
adequate, the Rev. Nlckerson said.

WASHINGTON — What are we now* 


to do with Gerald Ford? Graver 
Cleveland once suggested that ex- 
presidents be taken to five-acre lots 
and shot. On reflection, however, he 
admitted (hat flvo acres seems nee- 
dlessly large, and, anyway, ex-presi- 
dents hove suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often the nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history. We have 
long had provisions to call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duty. Generals stand by for all of

their lives. But ns for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"they are just allowed to starve." 


Truman's remark was a figurative 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit- 
erally left to go hungry If that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to 
eat — and eventually died $40,000 In 
debt. John Adams also expired In gen- 
teel poverty, Ulysses Grant once had 
but $80 to his name, and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


THE FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
following Congress Instituted the first 
arrangement for the economic secur- 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has become lavish, 
even excessive, to the point where the 
unelccted Ford, In office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60,000, and $1 million in transition 
funds. 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable in retirement — he is the 
only politician In America to profit so 
handsomely from Watergate — there 


Is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only thing for an ex-president to 
do is "take pills and dedicate librar- 
ies." We seldom encourage much 
more. 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion in retirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Jeffer- 
son created the University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Taft,for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt it 
Improper to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin Coolidge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president "

TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 


"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (Inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
is to become a columnist and crowd 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
ploitation of the presidency." 


So it is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly the best example is Theodore 
Roosevelt. Only 50 upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

1]AW calls second strike 
shutting down 16 GM plants 


DETROIT (UPI) - The United 


Auto Workers union today called an 
unprecedented second auto Industry 
strike this year — a selective 16-plant 
shutdown against General 
Motors 


Corp. after negotiators failed to reach 
agreement on a new national contract 
for 390,000 GM workers. 


Just 69,000 of the giant auto firm's 


workers, 35,000 of them in Michigan, 
left their jobs In seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time in a move that 
could have the same effect as closing 
all 119 GM plants in 21 states. 
. "The UAW-General Motors contract 
has expired," UAW Pres. Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pres. Irving 
Bluestono sold in a one paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. 


"However, we are continuing to 


negotiate for a new national agree- 
ment and are hopeful this will be 
achieved," they said. 
^_ 


It was believed the union planned to 


use its " "minlstrike" strategy in 
which workers would remain off the 
job for just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 
shutdowns would force other assem- 
bly and manufacturing plants to begin 
closing "within days" if the workers 
don't return to their jobs by the 
middle of next week. 


The seven assembly plants and nine 


basic manufacturing plants that will 
be affected are in Michigan, Indiana, 
New York, Ohio, Georgia, Illinois and 
Wisconsin.

Deaf see minister's silent prayers

The Rev. John Nickerson teaches 


the word of God the only way those 
living In o world of silence understand 
— through sign language. 


He has a steadily growing congrega- 


tion of about 100 deaf persons and 
families with hearing-impaired chil- 
dren in the North and Northwest sub- 
urbs. The congregation has no church 
of Its own. 


Members 
gather 
every Sunday 


morning in Chicago and suburban 
churches which are provided rent 
free. The organist plays, but the choir 
and parishioners sing praise with the 
Intricate finger gestures of their own 
language. 


There are many in need of his ser- 


vices, The Rev. Nickerson sold. There 
are more than 20,000 deaf persons in 
the Chicago area and only a handful 
of churches that offer sacraments and 
services for the deaf. 


BECAUSE SO many have hearing 


troubles, The Rev. Nickerson spends 
little time at home in Des Flalncs 
these days. He is cither lecturing in 
sign language at Harper College, Pal- 
atine, performing services for the 
deaf at a nearby church or conferring 
with those who need his counseling in 
his parish offices at 800 W. Central 
Rd., Mount Prospect. 


The Rev. Nickerson readily accept- 


ed the appointment to the Our Savior 
Lutheran Church of the Deaf In 1972 
knowing his task would not be cosy. 


He must establish a place of wor- 


ship for the parish, offer recreational 
and creative outlets for the hard of 
hearing, help families accept and 
cope with the handicap, and make 
society sensitive to the needs of the 
deaf. 


Ho admits that Is a big order for 


one man. But the prospects of accom- 
plishing these goals seem bright, said 
the pastor who has a personal under- 
standing of the problems and conflicts 
the hard of hearing face. 


THE REV. NICKERSON'S own 


hearing Impairment as a youth was 
corrected through surgery, although 
he mastered sign language as the only 
means of communicating with a deaf 
aunt.

The fourth of his seven children also 


was born with a hearing impairment. 


"With a past like that, I was not 


surprised at my appointment to the 
dealt ministry here. I was just pleased 
I could begin helping the hard of hear- 
ing to lead normal, happy lives," he 
said. 


Tho Rev. Nickerson gave up his 


teaching position in southern Illinois 
and his efforts to Integrate racially 
the first church in metropolitan Pitts- 
burgh to accept tho deaf ministry. 


"MY OTHER assignments were ex- 


citing, but I will never return to a 
regular parish. It would be too dull. 
My work is here with tho deaf," he 
sold, "and I will stay here until my 
job Is done." 


The Rev. Nickerson performs Sun- 


day morning worship services In sign 
language for his parish at the Our 
Savior Lutheran Church, Chicago, 
, which ironically carries the same 
' name as his congregation. 


He also performs sign language ser- 


vices every fourth Sunday at St. Paul 
Lutheran Church, 18 S. School St., 
Mount Prospect, where the congrega- 
tion holds its religion classes and rec- 
reational activities. 


The Rev. Nickerson conducts wed- 


dings, baptisms and funerals in sign 
language for anyone, regardless of re- 
ligious affiliation. 


."It will be a big shot in the arm 


when our parish has its own church. 
It will be a place that the deaf and 
their families can identify with and 
come to for help or socializing. 
There's so little now they have to call 
their own," he said. 


THE NEW CHURCH will be con- 


structed in the Northwest suburbs be- 
fore 1980 although a site has not been 
selected. 


But the biggest problem is not get- 


ting a church of their own or even 
passing on the word of God by talking 
and using sign language at the same 
time, because that has become second 
nature for the Rev. Nickerson. 


"The biggest problem is getting the 


parents of deaf children to recognize 
and accept the handicap. The problem 
Is helping hearing-impaired persons to 
build up some self-esteem and skills," 
he said. 


THE COLD, HARD facts disturb 


the Rev. Nickerson. Many children 
arc S years old before a doctor detects 
their hearing impairment and treats it 
properly. 


There is an increasingly high di- 


vorce rate among parents with hear- 
ing-impaired children. It Is because 
most parents are not hard of hearing 
themselves and are not prepared to 
handle the pressures of raising a 
handicapped child, the Rev. Nicker- 
son said. 


Counselors for the deaf and their 


families are available through state 
agencies such as the Division of Voca- 
tional 
Rehabilitation and 
private 


agencies such as the Lutheran Child 
and Family Services to help with em- 
ployment, training and other special 
services. 


The state requires public education 


systems provide special education in- 
struction for the hard of hearing, but 
existing programs do not seem to be 
adequate, the Rev. Nickerson said. 


"THE DEAF arc not given enough 


of a creative outlet and not enough of 
a chance to develop their skills. Few 
people are patient enough to take the 
time to explain things to them and 
show them how to do things. Once 
they've got it, they're all right," he 
said. 


Too often, doctors and nurses don't 


bother to explain to their deaf 
patients what is happening to them 
when they are hospitalized. Deaf per- 
sons stopped in their cars by police 
officers often have been mistaken for 
being on drugs when they attempt to 
•speak in unsteady tones, he said. 


But his days still are filled with 


hope for overcoming the troubles of 
the hearing impaired. 


"We've only just started," the Rev. 


Nickerson said. "And we will find a 
way to let those who sit in silence 
hear His words."

Tho sounds of pounding hammers 


and roaring bulldozers echoed In the 
background as LcRoy Raupp filled his 
tractor with gasoline. 


It was getting late in the morning 


and Raupp had filcds to plow. 


He hopped on his tractor and drove 


out of his old barn, across a small 
field, past construction workers and 
.half-built houses, across a partially- 
constructed road and onto a neighbor- 
ing cornfield.

RAUPP,. WHOSE CHEAT grand- 


parents were among the first settlers 
In Buffalo Grove, now hires out his 
farming skills and works 80 acres to 
the south of his former property and 
100 acres along 111. Rtc. 03 about one 
mile north. 


Despite the decision by Raupp and 


his father to sell the farm in 1970, 
Raupp said he is not about to quit 
farming. 


"It's something that's in the blood 


and you just can't get it out. I think 
I'll always be farming a few acres 
somewhere just to keep doing It," he 
said. 


Raupp has seen his life change as 


rapidly as the scenery around his old 
farm. He has gotten married, moved 
from the farmhouse to a modern 
home on Checker Drive and begun a 
part-time job driving a school bus to

High School. 


THE CHANGES BEGAN several 


years ago when his father sold the 
dairy cattle. 


"I used to get up to milk the cows, 


now I get up to drive the school bus 
instead," he said. 


Raupp is pleased with the money 


his father got from developers for the 


farmland, but knot's he could have 
held out for more if he wailed. 


"If I owned the land. I probably 


would have held out, but It was my 
dad's and I said, 'enjoy It while you 
can, you don't have to save it for me.' 
Now I'm glad he did," Raupp said.' 
Raupp's father died three years ago 
at the age of 86.

RAUPP SAID HE probably will 


stay In Buffalo Grovo for several years 
but is thinking of buying some farm- 
land near Harvard. He sold much of 
the land he Is farming now probably 
also will disappear in several years. 


The buildings on the old farm now 


Raupp said 
he hopes they will be saved and re- 
sorted. The Buffalo Grove Park Dis- 
trict, which will get the land the 
farmhouse and barn are located on as 
a donation from the developers of The 
Crossings, is considering creation of a 
cultural arts center in the barn.

Pancho Villa 
finally hero 
to Mexicans 
MEXICO CITY (UPI) - At last 


Pancho Villa, the Illustrious ban- 
dit, cattle thief, Don Juan, out-wit- 
ter of Gen. John J. Pcrshlng and 
feared revolutionary fighter, will 
become a full-fledged hero of the 
1910 Mexican revolution. 


On Nov. 20, anniversary of the 


1010 revolution's out-break, the 
headless remains of Francisco 
(Pancho) Villa will bo scaled in a 
crypt in the large dome-shaped 
Monument to the Revolution in 
the nation's capital. 


Only four other Mexican leaders 


— all of them presidents — are 
buried In the Monument: Fran- 
cisco I. Madcro, who was presi- 
dent from 1011 to 1013 and estab- 
lished the principle of no reelec- 
tion; Vcnustlano Carranza, presi- 
dent from 1017 to 1920 and father 
of the 1917 constitution; Plutarco 
Ellas Colics, president from 1024 
to 1928 who created many of the 
basic government Institutions of 
modern Mexico; and Gen. Lazaro 
Cardenas, president from 1934 to 
1IMO, who nationalized the rail- 
roads and the petroleum industry.

Price of suburb farmland sky high 


by NANCY GOTLER 


In 1967, Albert C. Drewes sold his 


farm for $1 million and watched as 
developers planted the seeds of prog- 
ress. 


Drewes was one of the last of a van- 


ishing breed. The farmland that 20 
years ago encircled Arlington Heights 
has been whittled to a> few scattered 
parcels. 


And as land becomes scarce, prices 


go up, driving developers elsewhere 
and eroding a potential tax revenue 
gold mine. 
.

. , 


"SIX YEARS AGO we were just 


flooded by requests for development," 
said Village Plancer Joseph Kcsler. 
"We could hardly handle them they 
were coming in so fast. But that was 
a different economy and a different 
market." 


In today's market, land, when it can 


be found, sells to" developers for 
$25,000 to $30,000 an acre; lots with 
utilities, traditionally one-third of an 
acre, are snapped up for $15,000; and 
two-story, four-bedroom homes are 
listing for more than $100,000. 


Kesler said land prices nationally 


are increasing 9 per cent a year. But 
one builder, Al Nelberg of Melster- 
Neiberg Co., Wheeling, claims land lo- 
cally has increased 70 per cent a year 
since he bought a 145-acre farm. , 


Neiberg said he bought 74 acres in 


1961 at $3,900 each and 71 acres in 
1967 for $10,000 each — for a total of 
$998,COO.

TODAY THAT same land would be 


worth $25,000 an acre," Neiberg said. 
"The reason for the Increase is sim- 
ply supply and demand. 


"Arlington Heights Is a very clean 


community with no problems and 
people want to live there," he said. 


"These factors contribute to Arling- 


ton Heights' land being the most ex- 
pensive in the Northwest suburbs." 


Land in or near the central business 


district is even more expensive, al- 
though sometimes harder to sell. 


Sheldon F.. Good of the Chicago real 


estate firm that bears his name, is 
selling two parcels of business-area 
land. Each is less than one-half acre 
and Good is asking $110,000 for one 
and $225,000 for the other. 


But he admits the prices are high 


and said both have been on the mur- 
, ket for more than a year. 
• 


"THE ECONOMY and parking and 


building restrictions are keeping buy- 
ers away," Good said. "Other com- 
munities, like Hoffman Estates, are 
growing substantially because of the 
stiff restrictions in A r l i n g t o n 
Heights." 


The plan commission recently rec- 


ommended to the village board that 
the number of parking spaces re- 
quired per square foot' of building 
space in the downtown area be re- 
laxed. 


Good agreed, however, that the 


housing market is booming. 


Huge profits haven't tempted all 


landowners to sell,-however. 


CHARLES KARAV1DAS

family own 22 acres of unincorporated 
land along Rand Road. They farm to- 
matoes and corn, and refuse to join 
the selling trend. 


"It's farmland, and the properly is 


not for sale,".Karav!das said. "We in- 
tend to keep using it as farmland. My 
father used to like to work out there 
and it was a very convenient location 
for him. 


"Most people sell because they 


can't afford to farm any more. We 
can and prefer to," he said. 


Earl Maize, manager of Annen- 


Busse Realtors, explained why some 
owners hold on to their property. 


EVERYBODY recognizes that as 


land becomes more scarce the price 
will go up," he said. "If the owners 
don't need the money now and would 
rather give it to their children, they 
might hold on to the land for 10 years, 
when it could be worth twice as much 
as today." 


Even those who have sold to devel- 


opers retain an emotional attachment 
lo their land and regret the inevitable 
gobbling up of vacant spaces and 
farms. 


Mrs. Charles C. Roehl of Prospect 


Heights, who sold 20 acres to a build- 
er three years ago, said of her part in 
. area development, "I don't like to see 
land disappear, but I guess you can't 
slop progress."

BOTTINEAU, N.D. (UPI) - A 


white-bearded rccluso looked over 
piles of quilta and canned food In his 
primitive log cabin on a lake near the 
Canadian border Thursday and sold, 
"I know tho Lord would provide for 
me." 


Tho power of tho press helped. 
Things had looked bleak for John 


Crawford, 81, losing weight from lack 
of food and facing a grim winter, until 
a newspaper editor told about his 
plight. 


"JOIIN LIVES alone In a one-room 


log cabin witltout electricity or run- 
ning water," wrote editor Jolui May- 
nard of the Boltincau Courant.

18 chickens that will die soon for lack 
of food and heat and two frogs he 
called Ills 'best friends.' 


"John hasn't eaten meat for a year, 


or a square meal for nearly a month. 
Ho Is losing weight and looking at a 
grim winter." 


Crawford, a former Canadian Army 


soldier and Oklahoma oil field worker 
who plays tho violin' and mandolin 


and bakes his own bread, said he used 
to get Social Security checks. 


"BUT WHEN MY brother died I got • 


$2,000 from his estate," Crawford 
said. "As soon as I put the money in:, 
the bank, my Social Security checks 
stopped coming." 


He said he had written letters to 


Minot, N.D., and other places but re- • 
ceived no Social Security or welfare 
money. Officials said he couldn't get 
Social Security because lip never paid • 
into it and the payments that were 
stopped were "supplemental income 


payments." 
, Since Maynard wrote his story 
about John's problems, a lot of things 
have happened. 
• Various people have given him $200 
in cash, canned food and blankets and 
quilts.

"HE'S GOT, ENOUGH quilts and 


blankets to last him until he's 400," 
one source said. "He must have 15 
quilts." 


Tho county welfare department' ar- 


ranged to give him food stamps. 


A VISTA worker put him back,on 


the "supplemental income" list — at 
$174 a month. 


The county auditor refunded the 


1975 taxes he paid on his 1.5 acres and 
said he won't be taxed in the future.

ative ran a power line to the cabin 
and wired it free and the Northern' 
Rough Riders Saddle Club said It will 
pay his electric bills for the rest of his 
life.

A group of church 'members and

miles northeast of Botlineau on Long 
Lake Saturday to clean his cabin and 
bolster it for another winter. 


An administrtor will look after his 


money for him. 


And a barber gave him a free hair- 


cut and trimmed his white beard. 


"I don't know what to say," the el- 


derly recluse told Maynard, "so I'll 
just say thanks. The Lord provides."

Jerry Ford: will we let his fate be cast to the wind?

WASHINGTON - What are we now 


to do with Gerald Ford? Graver 
Cleveland once suggested that ex- 
presidents be taken to rive-acre lots 
and shot On reflection, however, he 
admitted that (Ive acres seems nee- 
dlessly largo, and, anyway, ex-presi- 
dents have suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often the nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history. We have 
long had provisions to call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duty. Generals stand by for all of 


their lives. But as for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"they are just allowed to starve." > 


Truman's remark was a figurative 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history-ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit-' 
erally left to go hungry If that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to. 
cat — and eventually died $40,000 in 
debt. John Adams also expired In gen- 
teel poverty, Ulysses Grant once had 
but $80 to his name, and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


THE FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
following Congress instituted the first 
.arrangement for the economic.secur- 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has become lavish,' 
even excessive, to the point where the 
unelected Ford, in office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
.$60,000, and si million in transition 
funds. 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable in retirement — he is the 
only politician in America to profit so 
handsomely from Watergate — there 


is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only thing for an ex-president to 
' do is "take pills and dedicate librar- 
ies." We seldom . encourage much 
more. 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion in retirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. •Jeffer- 
son created the'University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Toft,for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt it 
improper to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin Coolidge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president." 


• TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 
"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
is to become a columnist and crowd 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
ploitation of the presidency." 


So it is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly, the best example is Theodore 
Roosevelt. Only 50 upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

Billion-dollar program

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Calling the 


present roar of jet liners an "unac- 
ceptable intrusion," Transportation 
Sec. William Colcman Thursday un- 
veiled o mllti-blllion-dollar program 
to cut aircraft noise 50 per cent by 
1983. 


Colcman ordered United States Air- 


lines to modify or replace their 1,648 
loudest subsonic jets — almost 80 per 
cent of the nation's commercial avia- 
tion fleet — to meet standards for- 
merly applied only to the newest, qui- 
etest planes. 


Tho eight-year program may cost 


between $3.5 billion and $7.0 billion, 
Colcman said. He said a 'hearing will 
be held Dec. 1 to consider ways, in- 
cluding a 2 per cent ticket surcharge, 
to fool the bill. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE offering quick 


partial relief for those living near air- 
ports, John McLucas, head of the 
Federal Aviation Administration, or- 
dered new flight procedures to elimi- 
nate 3u per cent of the worst jet line 
noise at ground level. 


Officials at the Chicago office of the 


Federal Aviation Administration said 
Thursday they do not know what ef- 
fect the new flight procedures will 
have at O'Hare. 


"In a society in which we arc mak- 


ing rapid strides to improve the quali- 
ty of Ufo for all our people, the contin- 
uing annoyance and irritation of ex- 
cessive aircraft noise la an unaccep- 
table intrusion upon the lives of some 
six million Americans (who live near 
airports), Coleman told a press con- 
ference. 


Coleman's order exempted the Ang-

DETROIT (UPI) — The United 


Auto Workers union today called an 
unprecedented second auto industry 
strike this year — a selective IB-plant 
shutdown against General Motors 
Corp. after negotiators failed to reach 
agreement on a new national contract 
for 390,000 GM workers. 


Just 69,000 of the giant auto firm's 


workers, 35,000 of them In Michigan, 
left their jobs In seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time in'a move that 
could have the same effect as closing 
all 119 GM plants in 21 states. 


"The UAW-Genernl Motors contract 


has expired," UAW Pres. Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pres. Irving 
Blucstone said In a one paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. 


"However, we are continuing to 


negotiate for a new national, agree- 
ment and are hopeful this will be 
achieved," they said. 


It was believed the union planned to 


use Its 
"minlstrike" strategy In 


which workers would remain off the 
job for just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 


• shutdowns would force other assem- 


bly and manufacturing plants to begin 
closing "within days" if the workers 
don't return to their jobs by the 
middle of next week. 


The seven assembly plants and nine 


basic manufacturing plants that will 
be affected are in Michigan, Indiana, 
New York, Ohio, Georgia, Illinois and 
Wisconsin.

'Ptt always be farming a few acres, somewhere9 
Raupp's last harvest? No way! It's in his blood

The sounds of pounding hammers 


and roaring bulldozers echoed In the 
background as LcRoy Raupp filled his 
tractor with gasoline. 


It was getting late In the morning 


and Raupp had filods to plow. 


He hopped on his tractor and drove 


out of his old barn, across a small 
field, past construction workers and 
hnlf-b'iilt house*, across a partially- 
constructed road and onto a neighbor* 
lr.il cortuiekl. 


RAUI'P'S FAHM surrounded by 


The Crossings development at Arling- 
ton Heights Road and 111. Rte. 83 in 
Buffalo Grove Is a scene of vivid con- 
trasts. 


Just a few feet from a 130-year-old 


barn sits an army of nowly-construct- 
cd houses — homes that Ilo on land 
that Raupp and his father farmed for 
about 70 years. 


Now no farm land Is left among the 


80 acres the Raupp's owned. But 
Raupp, 52, said he understands that 
room must be made for progress. 


"It's good progress In a way, and 


what can you do. People have to 
move out and they have to move out 
In this direction," ho sold. "I hate to 
see It go, but there's not much you 
can do. Today the land is just too 


valuable." 


RAUPP. WHOSE GREAT grand- 


parents were among the first settlers 
in Buffalo Grove, now hires out his 
farming skills and works 80 acres to 
the south of his former property and 
100 acres along 111. Rtc. 83 about one 
mile north. 


Despite the decision by Raupp and 


his father to sell the farm in 1970, 
Raupp said he Is not about to quit 
farming. 


"It's something that's in the blood 


and you just can't get it out. I think 
I'll always bo farming a few acres 
somewhere just to keep doing it," he 
said. 


Raupp has seen his life change as 


rapidly as the scenery around his old 
farm. He has gotten married, moved 
from the farmhouse to a modern 
home on Checker Drive and begun a 
part-time job driving a school bus to 
Cooper Junior High and Buffalo Grove 
High School. 


THE CHANGES BEGAN several 


years ago when his father sold the 
dairy cattle. 


"I used to get up to milk the cows, 


now I get up to drive the school bus 
Instead," he said. 


Raupp is pleased with the money 


his father got from developers for the 


farmland, but knows he could have 
held out for more If he waited. 


"If I owned the land. I probably 


would have held out, but it was my 
dad's and I said,'enjoy it while you 
can, you don't have to save it for me.' 
Now I'm glad he did," Raupp said. 
Raupp's father died three years ago 
at the age of 86. 


RAUPP SAID HE probably will 


stay In Buffalo Grove for several years 
but is thinking of buying some farm- 
land near Harvard. He said much of 
the land he Is farming now probably 
also will disappear in several years. 


The .buildings on the old farm now 


are used only for storage. Raupp said 
he hopes they will be saved and re- 
sorted. The Buffalo Grove Park Dis- 
trict, which will get the land the 
farmhouse and barn are located on as 
a donation from the developers of The 
Crossings, is considering creation of a 
cultural arts center in .the barn. 
Raupp is renting out the farmhouse.' ~ 


But until the land Is taken over and 


the buildings destroyed or converted 
to other uses, Raupp said he will con- 
tinue to use the land for farm-related 
activities. - 


"I have a lot of memories here. I 


really wouldn't have to stay here this 
long. I just like to," he said.

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Price of suburb farmland sky high 


by NANCY GOTLErt 


In 1967, Albert C. Drewes sold his 


farm for $1 million and watched as 
developers planted the seeds of prog- 
ress. 


Drewes was one of the last of a van- 


ishing breed. The farmland that 20" 
years ago encircled Arlington Heights 
has been whittled to a few scattered 
parcels. 


And as land becomes scarce, prices 


go up, driving developers elsewhere 
and eroding a potential tax revenue 
gold mine. 


"SIX 
YEARS AGO we were just 


flooded by requests for development," 
said Village Planeer Joseph Kesler. 
"We could hardly handle them they 
were coming in so fast. But that was 
a different economy and a different 
market." 


In today's market, land, when it can 


be found, sells to developers for 
$25,000 to $30,000 an acre; lots with 
utilities, traditionally one-third of an 
acre, are snapped up for $15,000; and 
two-story, four-bedroom homes are 
listing for more than $100,000. 


Kesler said land prices nationally 


are Increasing 9 per cent a year. But 
one builder, Al Nelberg of Mclstcr- 
Neiberg Co., Wheeling, claims land lo- 
cally has increased 70 per cent a year 
since he bought a 145-acre farm. 


Neiberg said he bought 74 acres in 


1961 at $3,900 each and 71 acres in 
1967 for $10,000 each — for a total of 
$998,600. 


TODAY THAT same land would be 


worth $25,000 an acre," Neiberg said. 
"The reason for the increase is sim- 
ply supply and demand. 


• 
"Arlington Heights is*a very clean 


community with no problems and 
people want to live there," he said. 


"These factors contribute to Arling- 


ton Heights' land being the most ex- 
pensive in the Northwest suburbs." 


Land in or near the central business 


district is even more expensive, al- 
though sometimes harder to sell. 


Sheldon F. Good of the Chicago real 


estate firm that bears his name, Is 
selling two parcels of business-area 
land. Each is less than one-half acre 
and Good is asking $110,000 for one 
and $225,000 for the other. 


But he admits the prices are high 


and said both have been on the mar- 
ket for more than a year. 


"THE ECONOMY and parking and 


building restrictions are keeping buy- 
ers away," Good said. "Other 
com- 


munities, like Hoffman Estates, are 
growing substantially because of the 
stiff restrictions in A r l i n g t o n 
Heights." 


The plan commission recently rec- 


ommended to the village board that 
the number of parking spaces re- 
quired per square foot of building 
space in the downtown area be re- 
laxed. 


Good agreed, however, that the 


housing market is booming. 


Huge profits haven't tempted all 


landowners to sell, however. 


CHARLES KARAVIDAS and his 


family own 22 acres of unincorporated 
land along Rand Road. They farm to- 
matoes and corn, and refuse to join 
the selling trend. 


"It's 
farmland, and the property Is 


not for sale," Karavidas said. "We in- 
tend to keep using it as farmland. My 
father used to like to work out there 
and it was a very convenient location 
for him. 


"Most people sell because they 


can't afford to farm any more. We 
can and prefer to," he said. 


Earl Maize, manager of Annen- 


Busse Realtors, explained why some, 
owners hold on to their property. 


EVERYBODY recognizes that. as 


land becomes more scarce the price 
will go up," he said. "If the owners 
don't need the money now and would 
rather give it to their children, they 
might hold on to the land for 10 years, 
when it could be worth twice as much 
as today." 


Even those who have sold to devel- 


opers retain an emotional attachment 
to their land and regret the inevitable 
gobbling up of vacant spaces and 
farms. 


Mrs. Charles C. Roehl of Prospect 


Heights, who sold 20 acres to a build- 
er three years ago, said of her part in 
area development, "I don't like to see 
land disappear, but I guess you can't 
stop progress." 


Despite the dwindling amount of un- 


developed land in the village and in 
unincorporated areas surrounding it, 
Kesler and his staff have drawn up a 
comprehensive plan including almost 
2,000 acres they hope will be built on 
and incorporated by the year 2,000. 


HIS PROJECTIONS WOULD extend 


the village north to Checker Road, 
west past 111. Rte. 53, south past HI. 
Rte. 90 and east to Elmhurst Road. 


John Best, village engineer for 17 


years, is another municipal official 
who has watched local development 
with interest. 


"Less than 20 years ago Arlington 


Heights was almost all farm land, ex- 
cept from Thomas Avenue to Central 
Road," he said. 


"In the past, there have been large 


annexations resulting in huge profits 
for their owners and many subdivi- 
sions," he said, "but I'm afraid the 
days of the farmer-turncd-millionaire 
are just about gone in Arlington 
Heights."

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Deaf see minister's silent prayers 


by DIANE MERM1GAS 


The Hev. John Nlckorson touches 


the word of God the only way those 
living In a world of sllonco understand 
— through sign language. 


Ho has a steadily growing congrega- 


tion of about 100 deaf persons and 
families with hearing-Impaired chil- 
dren In the North and Northwest sub- 
urbs. The congregation has no church 
of Its own. 


Members 
gather every Sunday 


morning in Chicago and suburban 
churches • which are provided rent 
free. The organist plays, but the choir 
and parishioners sing praise with the 
intricate finger gestures of their own 
language. 


There arc many In need of his ser- 


vices, The Rev. Nlckcrson said. There 
are more than 20,000 deaf persons in 
the Chicago area and only a handful 
of churches that offer sacraments and 
services for the deaf. 


BECAUSE SO many have hearing 


troubles, The Rev. Nlckcrson spends 
little time at home in Des Plalnes 
these days. He is either lecturing in 
sign language at Harper College, Pal- 
atine, performing services for the 
deaf at a nearby church or conferring 
with those who need his counseling in 
his parish offices at 800 W. Central 
Rd.. Mount Prospect. 


The Rev. Nlckcrson readily accept- 


ed the appointment to the Our Savior 
Lutheran Church of the Deaf in 1072 
knowing his task would not be easy. 


He must establish a place of wor- 


ship for the parish, offer recreational 
and creative outlets for the hard of 
hearing, help families accept and 
cope with the handicap, and make 
society sensitive to the needs of the 
deaf. 


He admits that Is a big order for 


one man. But the prospects of accom- 
the pastor who has a personal under- 
standing of the problems and conflicts 
the hard of hearing face. 


THE REV. NICKERSON'S own 


hearing impairment as a youth was 
corrected through surgery, although 
he mastered sign language as the only 


means of communicating with a deaf 
plisliing these goals seem bright, said 
aunt. 


The fourth of tils seven children also 


was born with a hearing impairment. 


"With a past like that, I was not 


surprised at my appointment to the 
doaf ministry here. I was just pleased 
1 could begin helping the hard of hear- 
ing to lead normal, happy lives," he 
said. 


The Rev. Nlckorson gave up his 


teaching position in southern Illinois 
and his efforts to integrate racially 
the first church In metropolitan Pitts- 
burgh to accept the deaf ministry. 


"MY OTHER assignments were ex- 


citing, but I will never return to a 
regular parish. It would be too dull. 
My work is i-cro with the deaf," he 
sold, "and I will stay here until my 
job Is done." 


The Rev. NIckerson performs Sun- 


day morning worship services in sign 
language for his parish at the Our 
Savior Lutheran Church, Chicago, 
which ironically carries the same 
name as his congregation. 


He also performs sign language ser- 


vices every fourth Sunday at St. Paul 
Lutheran Church, 18 S. School St., 
Mount Prospect, where the congrega- 
tion holds its religion classes and rec- 
reational activities. 


The Rev. NIckerson conducts wed- 


dings, baptisms and funerals In sign 
language for anyone, regardless of re- 
ligious affiliation. 


"It will be a big shot in the arm 


when our parish has its own church. 
It will bo a place that the deaf and 
their families can identify with and 
come to for help or socializing. 
There's so little now they have to call 
their own," he said. 


THE NEW CHURCH will be con- 


structed In the Northwest suburbs be- 
fore 1980 although a site has not been 
selected. 


But the biggest problem Is not get- 


ting a church of their own or even 
passing on the word of God by talking 
and using sign language at the same 
time, because that has become second 


nature for the Rev. NIckerson. 


"The biggest problem Is getting the 


parents of deaf children to recognize 
and accept the handicap. The problem 
is helping hearing-impaired persons to 
build up some self-esteem and skills," 
he said. 


THE COLD, HARD facts disturb 


the Rev. NIckerson. Many children 
arc 5 years old before a doctor detects 
their hearing impairment and treats it 
properly. 


There is an increasingly high di- 


vorce rate among parents with hear- 
ing-Impaired children. It is because 
most parents are not hard of hearing 
themselves and are not prepared to 
handle the pressures of raising a 
handicapped child, the Rev. Nicker- 
son said. 


> 
Counselors for the deaf and their 


families are available through state 
agencies such as the Division of Voca- 
tional 
Rehabilitation 
and 
private 


agencies such as the Lutheran Child 
and Family Services to help with em- 
ployment, training and other special 
services. 


The state requires public education 


systems provide special education in- 
struction for the hard of hearing, but 
existing programs do not seem to be 
adequate, the Rev. NIckerson said. 


"THE DEAF are not given enough 


of a creative outlet and not enough of 
a chance to develop their skills. Few 
people are patient enough to take the 
time to explain things to them and 
show them how to do things. Once 
they've got It, they're all right," he 
said. 


Too often, doctors and nurses don't 


bother to explain to their deaf 
patients what is happening to them 
when they are hospitalized. Deaf per- 
sons stopped in their cars by police 
officers often have been mistaken for 
being on drugs when they attempt to 
speak in unsteady tones, he said. 


But his days still are filled with 


hope for overcoming the troubles of 
the hearing impaired. 


"We've only just started," the Rev. 


NIckerson said. "And we will find a 
way to let those who sit in silence 
hear His words." 
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Old loner Oscar to get 
living memorial of tree

Oscar Macgli's death in September 


ended a nine-month saga in which the 
Wheeling Park District, after pur- 
chasing a park site, inherited a live-in 
tenant. 


Under other circumstances, Ma- 


cgli's presence would have soon been 
forgotten, an old man who died as he 
lived — alone, proud and private. But 
Wheeling park officials have decided 
otherwise—they will mark Macgli's 
passing with a living memorial, a tree 
planted In one of the district's parks. 


David Phillips, park superintendent, 


befriended Macgll In his final days af- 
ter park officials discovered the 62- 
year-old man living in a shack when 
the park district purchased a Id-acre 
farm on Schocnbcck Road south of 
Anthony Road. Macgll had lived there 
since 1058, when he first came to work 
for farmer Roy Llchtcr. 


MAEGLI continued to live on the 


farm even after the death of Llch- 
tor and the purchase of the land by 
the park district. He spent his last 


months caring for eight stray cats 
and occasionally reminiscing about 
earlier times when the farm was 
planted with tomatoes, onions and oth- 
er vegetables. 


When Maegli died of heart failure in 


September, he was buried in the farm- 
ily plot in Milwaukee. The park dis- 
trict later tore down his shack to 
make way for improvements to the 
park. 


The Idea for a living memorial 


came after Macgli's family asked the 
park district officials to dispose of the 
old man's personal be'ongings. Phil- 
lips said Maegll's effects were "very 
meager — a little radio, a couple of 
black and white TV sets and an old 
beat up car. Nothing of any value." 


Phillips estimates the sole of the 


Items will bring in about $350 to $400, 
money which the park district will 
match to purchase a tree for planting 
in the spring.

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Jerry Ford: will we let his fate be cast to the wind?

WASHINGTON - What ore we now 


to do with Gerald Ford? Graver 
Cleveland once suggested that ex- 
presidents be taken to five-acre lota 
and shot. On reflection, however, he 
admitted that five acres seems nee- 
dlessly large, and, anyway, ex-presi- 
dents have suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often the nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history. We have 
long hod provisions to call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duty. Generals stand by for all of 


r.0°° 


their lives. But as for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"they are Just allowed to starve." 
, 


Truman's remark was a figurative" 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit- 
erally left to go hungry if that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to 
eat — and eventually died $40,000 in 
debt. John Adams also expired in gen- 
' teel poverty, Ulysses Grant once had 


but $80 to his name, and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


THE FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
, following Congress instituted the first 
' arrangement for the economic secur- 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has become lavish, 
qven excessive, to the point where the 
unelected Ford, In office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60,000, and $1 million in transition 
funds. 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable In retirement — he is the 
only politician in America to profit so 


, handiiomely from Watergate — there 


is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only thing for an ex-president to 
do Is "take pills and dedicate librar- 
ies." We seldom encourage much 
more. 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion in retirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Jeffer- 
son created the University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Taft,for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt it 
improper, to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin Coolldge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president."

TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 


"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (Inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
Is to become a columnist and crowd 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
ploitation of the presidency." 


So it is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly the best example Is Theodore 
Roosevelt. Only 50 upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

men's wages in tlic Northwest sub- 
urbs had not gone unnoticed in Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


"It was never a secret that we 


make less money than neighboring po- 
lice," said one patrolman. "But It 
hurt a lltUc when my wife kidded me 
about It before I left for the station 
this morning." 


HIE 
HERALD'S survey showed 


that Mount Prospect's police are the 
highest paid In the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Rolling Meadows' police, who 
start at $12,106 per year and advance 
to $16,224 after five years, are at the 
bottom of the list. 


Most of the men are well aware of 


what policemen in nearby towns earn, 
one patrolman said, "but It doesn't 


moke you feel too good when the fact 
is spread around in the newspapers." 


"Why aren't we the highest paid in 


the suburbs?" asked another. 


Evans answered that question mote 


than once Thursday, and his answer 
wcs always the same: "Wait until 
May 1." 


AT LEAST AT the police station 


that answer does not mean that fatter 
paychecks are nearly six months 
away. Rolling Meadows policemen 
are not "waiting" for next May 1, but 
for last May 1. 


It seems when city officials author- 


ized a survey of all city jobs and 
wages, they also discussed making 
pay raises retroactive to May 1, 
Evans said. The study, conducted by 
Hay Associates of Chicago, was com- 
pleted last week and Its findings are 
being complied for the city council. 


Besides an increase In the pay 


scale, policemen are hoping for stee- 
per pay differentials between each 
rank. A corporal now earns 10 per 
cent more than a patrolman, but the 


difference between corporal and ser- 
geant and between sergeant and lieu- 
tenant is only 5 per cent. 


Evans said the accepted standard la 


10 to 15 per cent. 


EVANS SAID while city officials 


pondered the pay scales, they also 
talked about parity between the police 
and fire departments. 


"Someone then suggested that a 


lieutenant in the fire department 
should earn as much as a lieutenant 
on the police department, and I be- 
lieve that's how the Idea for the pay 
scale evaluation survey started," 
Evans said. 


"I wish the fire department well 


and can't blame them for trying. In 
fact I hope they get more money," he 
said. 


"But, it's not fait* to compare a po- 


lice lieutenant to a fire lieutenant be- 
cause there is no sergeant's rank In 
the fire department and a fire lieuten- 
ant's duties and responsibilities corre- 
spond with a police sergeant's," he 
said. 


Billion-dollar plan to cut jet noise 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Calling the 


present roar of jet liners on "unac- 
ceptable intrusion," Transportation 
Sec. William Coleman Thursday un- 
veiled a mlltl-bllllon-dollar program 
to cut aircraft noise 50 per cent by 
1805. 


Colemun ordered United States Air- 


lines to modify or replace their 1,648 
loudest subsonic jets — almost 80 per 
cent of the nation's commercial avia- 
tion fleet — to meet standards for- 
merly applied only to the newest, qui- 
etest planes. 


Tho eight-year program may cost 


between $3.5 billion and $7.9 billion, 
Coleman sold. He said a hearing will 


be hold Dec. 1 to consider ways, in- 
cluding a 2 per cent ticket surcharge, 
to foot the bill. 


IN ANOTHER MOVE offering quick 


partial relief for those living near air- 
ports, John McLucas, head of tho 
Federal Aviation Administration, or- 
dered new flight procedures to elimi- 
nate 30 per cent of the worst jet line 
noise at ground level.

VAW calls second strike 
shutting down 16 GM plants 


DETROIT (UPI) - The United 


Auto Workers union today called an 
unprecedented second auto Industry 
strike this year — a selective 16-plant 
shutdown against General Motors 
Corp. after negotiators failed to reach 
agreement on a new national contract 
for 390,000 CM workers. 


Just 69,000 of the giant auto firm's 


workers, 35,000 of them In Michigan, 
loft their jobs In seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time In a move that 
could have the same effect as closing 
all 119 CM plants In 21 states. 


"The UAW-General Motors contract 


has expired," UAW Pres. Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pres. Irving 
Bluestone sold In a one paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. 


"However, we ore continuing to 


negotiate for a now national agree- 
ment and are hopeful this will be 
achieved." they said. 


It was believed the union planned to 


use Its "m I n 1 s t r i k e" strategy in 
which workers would remain off the 
job for just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 
shutdowns would force other assem- 
bly and manufacturing plants to begin 


closing "within days" if the workers 
don't return to their jobs by the 
middle of next week. 


The seven assembly plants and nine 


basic manufacturing plants that will 
be affected ore In Michigan, Indiana, 
New York, Ohio, Georgia, Illinois and 
Wisconsin. 


ty of life for all our people, the contin- 
uing annoyance and irritation of ex- 
cessive aircraft noise is an unaccep- 
table Intrusion upon the lives of some 
six million Americans (who live near 
airports), Coleman told a press con- 
ference.

Raupp's last harvest? No way! It's in his blood

The sounds of pounding hammers 


and roaring bulldozers echoed in the 
background as LoRoy Raupp filled his 
tractor with gasoline. 


It was getting Into In the morning 


and Raupp had fllods to plow. 


Ho hopped on his tractor and drove 


out of his old barn, across a small 
field, past construction workers and 
half-built houses, across a partlally- 
constructGd road and onto a neighbor- 
ing cornfield. 


RAUPP'S FARM surrounded by 


The Crossings development at Arling- 
ton ((eights Road and 111. Rte. 83 in 
Buffalo Grove is a scene of vivid con* 
trasts. 


Just a few feet from a 130-year-old 


barn sits an army of newly-construct- 
ed houses — homes that lie on land 
that Raupp and his father farmed for 
about 70 years. 


Now no farm land is left among the 


80 acres the Raupp's owned. But 
Raupp, 52, said he understands that 


room must be made for progress. 


"It's good progress in a way, and 


what can you do. People have to 
move out and they have to move out 
in this direction," he said. "I hate to 
see It go, but there's not much you 
can do. Today the land is just too 
valuable." 


RAUPP, WHOSE GREAT grand- 


parents were among the first settlers 
in Buffalo Grove, now hires out his 
farming skills and works 80 acres to 
the south of his former property and 


100 acres along III. Rte. 83 about one 
mile north. 


Despite the decision by Raupp and 


his father to sell the farm in 1970, 
Raupp said he is not about.to quit 
farming. 


"It's something that's in the blood 


and you just can't get it out. I think 
I'll always be farming a few acres 
somewhere just to keep doing it," he 
said. 


Raupp has seen his life change as 


rapidly as the scenery around his old 


Deaf see minister's silent prayers 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


The Rev. John Nlckerson teaches 


the word of God the only way those 
living In a world of silence understand 
— through sign language. 


Ho has a steadily growing congrega- 


tion of about 100 deaf persons and 
families with hearing-Impaired chil- 
dren In the North and Northwest sub- 
urbs. Tho congregation has no church 
of its own. 


Members gather every Sunday 


morning In Chicago and suburban 
churches which are provided rent 
free. Tho organist plays, but the choir 
and parishioners sing praise with the 
Intricate finger gestures of their own 
language. 


There ore many in need of his ser- 


vices, Tho Rev. Nlckerson said. There 
are more than 20,000 deaf persons in 
the Chicago area and only a handful 
of churches that offer sacraments and 
services for the deaf. 


BECAUSE SO many have hearing 


troubles, The Rev. Nickerson spends 
little time at home in Des Plalnes 
these days. Ho is cither lecturing in 
sign language at Harper College, Pal- 
atine, performing services for the 
deaf at a nearby church or conferring 
with those who need his counseling In 
his parish offices at 800 W. Central 
Rd., Mount Prospect. 


The Rev. Nlckerson readily accept- 


ed the appointment to tho Our Savior 
Lutheran Church of the Deaf in 1972 
knowing his task would not be easy. 


He must establish a place of wor- 


ship for the parish, offer recreational 
and creative outlets for the hard of 


hearing, help families accept and 
cope With the handicap, and make 


. society sensitive to the needs of the 
deaf. 


He admits that is a big order for 


one man. But the prospects ofnccom- 
the pastor who has a personal under- 
standing of the problems and conflicts 
the hard of hearing face. 


THE REV. NICKERSON'S own 


hearing impairment as a youth was 
corrected through - surgery, although 
he mastered sign language as the only 
means of communicating with a deaf 
pllshlng these goals seem bright, said 
aunt. 


The fourth of his seven children also 


was born with a hearing impairment. 


"With a post like that, I was not 


surprised at my appointment to the 
deaf ministry here. I was just pleased 
I could begin helping the hard of hear- 
ing to lead normal, happy lives," he 
said. 


Tho Rev. Nickorson gave up his 


teaching position in southern Illinois 
and his efforts to integrate racially 
tho first church In metropolitan Pitts- 
burgh to accept the deaf ministry. 


"MY OTHER assignments were ex- 


citing, but I will never return to a 
regular parish. It would be too dull. 
My work Is here with the deaf," he 
said, "and I will stay here until my 
job is done." 


The Rev. Nlckerson performs Sun- 


day morning worship services in sign 
language for his parish at the Our 
Savior Lutheran Church, Chicago, 
which ironically carries the same 
namo as his congregation. 


He also performs sign language ser- 


vices every fourth Sunday at St. Paul 
Lutheran Church, IB S. School St., 
Mount Prospect, where the congrega- 
tion holds its religion classes and rec- 
reational activities. 


The Rev. Nickerson conducts wed- 


dings, baptisms and funerals in sign 
language for anyone, regardless of re- 
ligious affiliation. 


"It will be a big shot in the arm 


when our parish has its own church. 
It will be a place that the deaf and 
their families can identify with and 
come to for help or socializing. 
There's so little now they have to call 
their own," he said. 


THE NEW CHURCH will be con- 


structed in the Northwest suburbs be- 
fore 19SO.although a site has not been 
selected. 


But the biggest problem is not get- 


ting a church of their own or even 
passing on the word of God by talking 
and using sign language at toe same 
time, because that has become second 
nature for the Rev. Nlckerson. 


"The biggest problem'is getting the 


parents of deaf children to recognize 
and accept the handicap. The problem 
is helping hearing-impaired persons to 
build up some self-esteem and skills," 
he said. 


THE COLD, HARD facts disturb 


the Rev. Nlckerson. Many children 
are S years old before a doctor detects 
their hearing impairment and treats it 
properly. 


There is an increasingly high di- 


vorce rate among parents with hear- 
ing-impaired children. It is because 


most parents are not hard of hearing 
themselves and are not prepared to 
handle the pressures of raising a 
handicapped child, the Rev. Nlcker- 
son said. 


Counselors for the deaf and their 


families are available through state 
agencies such as the Division of Voca- 
tional 
Rehabilitation and 
private 


agencies such as the Lutheran Child 
and Family Services to help with em- 
ployment, training and other special 
services. 


The state requires public education 


systems provide special education in- 
struction for the hard of hearing, but 
existing programs do not seem to be 
adequate, the Rev. Nickerson said. 


"THE DEAF are not given enough 


of a creative outlet and not enough of 
a chance to develop their skills. Few 
people are patient enough to take the 
time to explain things to them and 
show them how to do things. Once 
they've got it, they're all right," he 
said. 


Too often, doctors and nurses don't 


bother 'to explain to their deaf 
patients what is happening to them 
when they are hospitalized. Deaf per- 
sons stopped in' their cars by police 
officers often have been mistaken for 
being on drugs when they attempt to 
speak in unsteady tones, he said. 


But his days still are filled with 


hope {or overcoming the troubles of 
the hearing impaired. 
'• 


"We've only just started," the Rev. 


Nlckerson said. "And we will find a 
way to let those who sit in silence 
hear His words." 


farm. He has gotten married, moved 
from the farmhouse to a modern 
home on Checker Drive and begun a 
part-time job driving a school bus to 
Cooper Junior High and Buffalo Grove 
High School. 


THE CHANGES BEGAN several 


years ago when his father sold the 
dairy cattle.

Raupp is pleased with the money 


his father got from developers for the 
farmland, but knows he could have 
held out for more if he waited. 


"If I owned the land. I probably 


would have held out, but it was my 
dad's and I said, 'enjoy it while you 
can, you don't have to save It for me.1 
Now I'm glad he did," Raupp said. 
Raupp's father died three years ago 
at the age of 86. 


RAUPP SAID HE probably will 


stay in Buffalo Grove for several years 
but is thinking of buying some farm- 
land near Harvard. He said much of 
the land he is farming now probably 
also will disappear in several years. 


The buildings on the old farm now 


are used only for storage. Raupp said 
he hopes they will be saved and re- 
sorted. The Buffalo Grove Park Dis- 
trict, which will get the land the 
farmhouse and barn are located on as 
a donation from the developers of The 
Crossings, is considering creation of a 
cultural arts center in the bam. 
Raupp is renting out the farmhouse. 


But until the land is taken over and 


the buildings destroyed or converted 
to other uses, Raupp said he will con- 
tinue to use the land for farm-related 
activities. 


"I have a lot of memories here. I 


really wouldn't have to stay here this 
long. I just like to," he said.

HEW undecided 
on sex-based 
hair length rules 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The gov- 


ernment is trying to figure out wheth- 
er schools can set different standards 
for the length of girls' and boys' hair 
without violating the law against dis- 
crimination because of sex. 


Concern over the subject came to 


light in an Oct. 14 letter from Martin 
Gerry of the Dept. of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare to Sen. Robert Taft, 
R-Ohio. The letter was made avail-, 
able by HEW on request. 


"While school districts may not pre- 


scribe hair length standards for one 
sex and not the other, the Office for 
Civil Rights is currently considering 
whether the statute prohibits different 
hair length standards for boys and 
girls," Gerry told Taft. 


A provision in the law generally 


prohibits .discrimination on the basis 
of schools and school programs re- 
ceiving federal funds. 


Taft had written to HEW on behalf 


of Perry Local Schools near Massll- 
lon, Ohio, after school Supt. Paul 
Pfeiffer said HEW officials in Chicago

Oscar Macgli's death In September 


ended a nine-month saga In which the 
Wheeling Park District, after pur- 
chasing a park site, Inherited a live-in 
tenant.

Anthony Road. Macgli had lived there 
since 1938, when he first came to work 
for farmer Roy Llchtcr. 


MAEGLI continued to live on the 


farm even after the death of LIch- 
ter and tho purchase of tho land by 
tho park district. He spent his lost 


months coring for eight stray cats 
and occasionally reminiscing about 
earlier times when the farm was 
planted with tomatoes, onions and oth- 
er vegetables. 


When Maegll died of heart failure In 


September, he was buried In the farm- 
ily plot in Milwaukee. The park dis- 
trict later tore down his shack to 
make way for improvements to the 
park. 


The idea for a living memorial 


camo after Maegli's family asked the 
park district officials to dispose of the 
old man's personal belongings. Phil- 
lips said Macgli's effects were "very 
meager — a little radio, a couple of 
black and white TV sets and an old 
beat up car. Nothing of any value." 
. Phillips estimates the sale of tho 
Items will bring in about $350 to WOO, 
money which the pork district will 
match to purchase a tree for planting 
In the spring.•Phillips said the tree 
will probably be planted on the Lich- 
tcr farm site.

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Jerry Ford: will tve let his fate be cast to the wind?

WASHINGTON - What are we now 


to do with Gerald Ford? Grovcr 
Cleveland once suggested that ex- 
presidents be taken to five-aero lots 
and shot. On reflection, however, he 
admitted that five acres seems nee- 
dlessly large, and, anyway, ex-presi- 
dents have suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often the nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history. We have 
long had provisions to call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duty. Generals stand by for all of 


00 MORNING* 
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their lives. But as for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"they ore Just allowed to starve." 


Truman's remark was a figurative 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit- 
erally left to go hungry If that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to 
eat — and eventually died $40,000 in 
debt. John Adams also expired in gen- 
tccl poverty, Ulysses Grant once had 
but $80 to his name, and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


THE FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
following Congress Instituted the first 
arrangement for the economic secur- 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has become lavish, 
' even excessive, to the point where the 
unelected Ford, In office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60,000, and $1 million In transition 
funds. 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable in retirement — he is the 
only politician In America to profit so 
handsomely from Watergate — there 


is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only thing for an ex-president to 
do Is "take pills and dedicate llbrar- 
' ies." We seldom encourage much 


more. 


There ore exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion in retirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Jeffer- 
son created the University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Taft,for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt It 
Improper to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin Coolidge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president."

TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 


"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
Is to become a columnist and crowd 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments.. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
ploitation of the presidency." 


So it is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly the best example is Theodore 
Roosevelt. Only 50 upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

etest planes. 


The eight-year program may cost 


between $5.5 billion and $7.9 billion, 
Colcman said.

to foot the bill.

DETROIT (UPI) — The United 


Auto Workers union today called an 
unprecedented second auto Industry 
strike this year — a selective IB-plant 
shutdown against 
General Motors 


Corp. after negotiators failed to reach 
agreement on a new national contract 
for 390,000 GM workers. 


Just 60,000 of the giant auto firm's- 


workers, 35,000 of them in Michigan, 
left their jobs In seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time In a move that 
could have the same effect as closing 
all 110 GM plants in 21 states. 


"The UAW-General Motors contract 


has expired," UAW Pres. • Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pres/Irvlng 
Blucstono sold In a ono paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. 


"However, wo arc continuing to 


negotiate for a new national agree- 
ment and are hopeful this will be 
achieved," they said.' 


It was believed the union planned to 


use its "m I n I s t r I k o" strategy In 
which workers would remain off the 
job for just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 
shutdowns would force other-assem- 
bly and manufacturing plants to begin 


closing "within days" if the workers 
don't return to their jobs by the 
middle of next week.

But 
Raupp, 52, said he understands that 
room must be made for progress. 


"It's good progress In a way, and 


what can you do. People have to 
move out and they have to move out 
in this direction," he said. "I hate to 
see It go, but there's not much you 


can do. Today the land is just too 
valuable."

of its own.

churches which arc provided rent 
free. The organist plays, but the choir 


! and parishioners sing praise with the

There ore many In need of his ser- 


vices, The Rev. Nickcrson said. There 
are more than 20,000 deaf persons In 
the Chicago area and only a handful 
of churches that offer sacraments and 
services for the deaf. 


BECAUSE SO many have hearing 


(roubles, The Rev. Nickcrson spends 
little time at home In DCS Plalnes 
these days. He Is either lecturing in 
sign language at Harper College, Pal- 
atine, performing services for the 
deaf at a nearby church or conferring 
with those who need his counseling in 
his parish offices at 800 W. Central 
Rd., Mount Prospect. 


The Rev. Nickcrson readily accept-

"With a past like that, I was not 


surprised at my appointment to the 
deaf ministry here. I was Just pleased 
' I could begin helping the hard of hear- 
ing to lead normal, happy lives," he 
said. 


Tho Rev. Nickerson gave up his 


teaching position In southern Illinois 
and his efforts to Integrate racially 
the first church in metropolitan Pitts- 
burgh to accept the deaf ministry. 


"MY OTHER assignments were ex- 


citing, but I will never return to a 
regular parish. It would be too dull. 
My work Is here with the deaf," he 
said, "and I will stay here until my 
Job is done." 


The Rev. Nickerson performs Sun-' 


day morning worship services in sign 
language for his parish at the Our 
Savior Lutheran Church, Chicago, 
which ironically carries the same 
name as his congregation. 
' • 


He also performs sign language ser- 


vices every fourth Sunday at St. Paul 
Lutheran Church, 18 S. School St., - 
Mount Prospect, where the congrega- 
tion holds its religion classes'and rec- 
reational activities. 
• ' 


The Rev. Nickerson conduct' wed- 


dings, baptisms and funerals ii sign 
language for anyone, regardless if re- 
ligious affiliation.

"It will be a big shot In the arm 


when our parish has Its own church. 
It will be a place that the deaf and 
their families can identify with and 
come to for help or 
socializing. 


There's so little now they have to call 
their own," he said. 


THE NEW CHURCH will be con- 


structed in the Northwest suburbs be- 
fore 1980 although a site has not been 
selected. 


• But the biggest problem is not get- 
ting a church of their own or even 
passing on the word of God by talking 
and using sign language at the same 
time, because that has become second 
nature for the Rev. Nickerson. 


"The biggest problem is getting the 


parents of deaf children to recognize 
and accept the handicap. The problem 
is helping hearing-impaired persons to 
build up some self-esteem and skills," 
he said. 


THE COLD. HARD facts disturb 


the Rev. Nickerson. Many children 
are 5 years old before a doctor detects 
their hearing impairment and treats it 
properly. 


There is an increasingly high di- 


vorce rate among parents with hear- 
ing-impaired children. It is because 
most parents are not hard of hearing 
themselves and are not prepared to 
handle the pressures of raising a 
handicapped child, the Rev. Nicker- 
son said. 


Counselors for the deaf and their 


families are available through state 
agencies such as the Division of Voca- 
tional 
Rehabilitation and 
private 


agencies such as the Lutheran Child 
and Family Services to help with em- 
ployment, training and other special 
services. 


The state requires public education 


systems provide special education in- 
struction for the hard of hearing, but 
existing programs do not seem to be 
adequate, the Rev. Nickerson said. 


"THE DEAF are not given enough 


of a creative outlet and not enough of 
a chance to develop their, skills. Few 
people are patient enough to take the 
time to explain things to them and 
show them how to do things. Once 
they've got it, they're all right," he 
said. 


Too often, doctors and nurses don't 


bother to explain to their deaf 
patients what is happening to them 
when they are hospitalized. Deaf per- 
sons stopped in their cars by police 
officers often have been mistaken for 
being on drugs when they attempt to 
speak in unsteady tones, he said. 


But his days still are filled with 


hope for overcoming the troubles of 
the hearing impaired.

% "We've only Just started," thertev. 
Nickerson said. "And we will find a 
way to let-those who sit in silence 
hear His words."

Now I'm glad he did," Raupp said. 
Raupp's father died three years ago 
at the age of 86. 


RAUPP SAID HE probably will 


stay in Buffalo Grove for several years 
but is thinking of buying some farm- 
land near Harvard. He said much of 
the land he is farming now probably 
also will disappear in several years. 


The buildings on the old farm now 


are used only for storage. Raupp said 
he hopes they will be saved and re- 
sorted.

MAEGLI continued to live on the 
farm even after the death of Lich- 
ter and the purchase of the land by 
the park district. He spent his last 
months caring for eight stray cats 
and occasionally reminiscing about 
earlier times when the farm was 
planted with tomatoes, onions and oth- 
er vegetables.

WASHINGTON - What are we now 


la do with Gerald Ford? Graver 
Cleveland once suggested that ex- 
presidents be taken to five-acre lots 
and ihoU On reflection, however, he 
admitted that five acres seems nee- 
dlessly largo, and, anyway, ex-presi- 
dents have suffered enough. Hence we 
remain baffled by their presence. 


Very often the nation has been con- 


tent to deposit former executives on 
the rubbish pile of history. We have 
long had provisions to call our federal 
judges out of retirement for emergen- 
cy duty. Generals stand by for all of 


their lives. But as for faded presi- 
dents, as Harry Truman used to say, 
"they are just allowed to starve." 


Truman's remark was a figurative 


one, but not altogether. For most of 
America's history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but lit- 
erally left to go hungry If that be the 
case. With no pension or federal pro- 
vision, for example, Tom Jefferson 
had to sell his library to Congress to 
eat — and eventually died $40,000 in 
debt. John Adams also expired in gen- 
teel poverty, Ulysses Grant once had 
but |80 to his name, and Woodrow 
Wilson lived out his years on charity. 


THE FINANCIAL ABUSE ended 


with the departure of Truman, when a 
following Congress instituted the first 
arrangement for the economic secur- 
ity of former presidents. Indeed today 
this arrangement has become lavish, 
even excessive, to the point where the 
unelected Ford, in office only two 
years, will receive an annual pension 
of $100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60,000, and $1 million in transition 
funds. 
* 


And yet though Ford will be most 


comfortable In retirement — ho is the 
only politician in America to profit so 
handsomely from Watergate — there 


is still the question of whether the na- 
tion can find further use for him. His- 
tory does not offer much optimism. 
Herbert Hoover once remarked that 
the only thing for an ex-president to 
do is "take pills and dedicate librar- 
ies." We seldom encourage much 
more. 


There are exceptions. Hoover, for 


one, organized the Hoover Commis- 
sion in retirement, and redirected the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficien- 
cy. William Howard Taft became a 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Jeffer- 
son created the University of Virginia. 
John Adams won nine terms in Con- 


gress. And John Tyler also went from 
the White House to Congress, albeit 
the Provisional Confederate Congress. 


But such service has been rare for 


ex-presidents. Perhaps because their 
options have been limited. The able 
Taft,for instance, wanted to return at 
the end of his term to the practice of 
law, but could not because he felt it 
improper to appear before federal 
judges he himself may have appoint- 
ed. As for other fields, there have al- 
ways been offers for retired chiefs, 
but as Calvin Coolidge used to ex- 
plain, "they don't want me, they want 
to hire a former president." 


TO BE SURE, as Hoover added, 


"There are small pickings for former 
presidents, except for (inappropriate) 
corporate connections. The alternative 
is to become a columnist and crowd 
some worthy workman out of the 
press; to take soap or pill money 
from broadcasting news comments. 
Any of these mean more or less ex- 
ploitation of the presidency." 


So it is that many ex-presidents 


have merely wasted away. And cer- 
tainly the best example is Theodore 
Roosevelt. Only 50 upon leaving the 
White House, he tried and failed to

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Calling the 


present roar of jet liners an "unac- 
ceptable intrusion," Transportation 
Sec. William Colcman Thursday un- 
veiled a mlltl-bllllon-dollar program 
to cut aircraft noise SO per cent by 
1985.

UA W calls second strike 
shutting down 16 GM plants 


DETROIT (UPI) — The United 


Auto Workers union today called an 
unprecedented second auto industry 
strike this year — a selective 16-plant 
shutdown against General Motors 
Corp. after negotiators failed to reach 
agreement on a new national contract 
for 390,000 GM workers. 


Just 69,000 of the giant auto firm's 


workers, 35,000 of them in Michigan, 
left their jobs hi seven states at 11:01 
p.m. Chicago time in a move that 
could have" the same effect as closing 
all 119 GM plants in 21 states. 


"The UAW-General Motors contract 


has expired," UAW Pres. Leonard 
Woodcock and UAW Vice Pres. Irving 
Blucstone said in a one paragraph 
statement given to newsmen. 
< 


"However, we are continuing to 


negotiate for a new national agree- 
ment and are hopeful this will be 
achieved," they said. 


It was believed the union planned to 


use its "m i n i s t r i k e" strategy in 
which workers would remain off the 
job for just two or three days at a 
time. Company spokesmen said the 
shutdowns would force other assem- 
bly and manufacturing plants to begin 
closing "within days" if the workers 
don't return to their jobs by the 
middle of next week:
